HAS EASY WAY 


Passed 


In House By 
Sided Vote.

Nearly All Amendments Are 
Voted Down. 


Congressmen Sherley and 
Stanley Have Clash. 


RATE BILL REPORT ADOPTED. 


Washington, June 23.—[Special.]—The 
so-called Pure Food Bill was passe 1 to¬ 
day by the House and the conference 
report on the Railroad Rate BUI adopt¬ 
ed. 

Nearly the entire day was taken up 
with the consideration of th© Pure 
Food BUI under the five minutes rule, 
and while many amendments were of¬ 
fered. in the main they were voted 
down. Those that were adopted were 
In th© nature of corrections and 
changes In verbiage. The Pure Food 
BUI was passed by a vote of 242 to 17. 

By unanimous consent the confer¬ 
ence report on the Railroad Rate Bill 
was token up, and while there was a 
long discussion over the anti-pass 
agreement, considerable heat being 
displayed on both sides, the previous 
question was adopted by a vote of 
121 to 97, another conference report be¬ 
ing agreed to by 216 to 4.

1W7, common 
carriers subject to tho provisions of this 
act, shall not directly or Indirectly issue 
any free ticket or (Miss for earrlugo to 
any officer or person in the service of the 
United Stab** other than those In the 
s er vic e of the postal service, to any off! 
car or person in th© sorvloo of any State. 
Territory or Hi© IMstrict of Columbia, or 
to any officer or person in tho service of 
any county, township or municipality, 
and, except os herein pre tided, noc ora- 
moa carrier shall be prohibited from 
granting any free ticket or jxtes for car¬ 
riage. 

Any common carrier violating this pro¬ 
vision shall bo deemed guilty of a misde¬ 
meanor and shall for each offense pay to 
th© United States a penalty of not less 
than $100 nor more than 32.00. and any 
officer or person in the service of the 
United dtuLes or of tiny State, Territory, 
or th© District of Columbia, or of any 
county, township or municipality who 
uses or who solicits or accepts for him¬ 
self any such free transportation shall be 
subject to a Hko penalty. Jurisdiction of 
offenses under this provision shall be the 
some as that provided for offenses In an 
act entitled “an to further regulate com¬ 
mence with foreign nations and among 
the States, approved February 19, 1906.

Left In Same Form. 


By a vote of 76 to 34 the House to-day 
sustained the Interstate and Foreign 
Commerce Committee In that provision 
of the Pure Food Bill relating to dis¬ 
tilled spirits, which leaves the bill In 
the same form In which It was report¬ 
ed from the House Committee. Thin 
result was not accomplished until a 
lively debate had taken place between 
Representative Sherley, of Kentucky, 
who spoke In behalf of the bill as re¬ 
ported from the committee, and Rep¬ 
resentative Stanley, of Kentucky, and 
Richardson, of Alabama, who sought 
to amend the measure. 

The section In the measure over 
which the controversy occurred reads 
as follows: "In the case of # articles 
labeled, branded or tagged so as to 
plainly Indicate that they are com¬ 
pounds. Imitations or blends; provided 
that the term blend as used herein 
shall be construed to mean a mixture 
of Ilk© substances, not excluding harm¬ 
less coloring or flavoring Ingredients.”

Mr. Richardson’s amendment pro¬ 
posed to «add lifter this provision th© 
word*, "and that does not conflict with 
any of the provisions of sections 6 and 
7 of this act-" 

Section 6 of the bill declares that 
whisky Is deemed to be adulterated, 
first. If any substance has been mixed 
and packed with It so as to reduce or 
lower or Injuriously affect Its quality 
or strength Second, if any subsume • 
has been substituted wholly or in part 
for the article. Third. If any valuable 
constituent of the article has been 
wholly or In part substituted. Fourth. 
If It he mixed, colored, powdered. 
coat»>d or stained In n manner whereby 
damage or Inferiority Is concealed." 

Under MCtlon 7 It Is deemed to be 
misbranded, "first, If It be an Imita¬ 
tion of or offered for sale under th© 
distinctive name of another article. 
Second, If It he labeled or branded so 
as to deceive or mislead the purcluiser 
or purport to be a foreign product when 
not so.” 

The advocates of the amendment 
proposed by Judge RMhardson con¬ 
tended that the definition of the word 
"blend” in the first section quoted 
above Is a "Joker,” which entirely 
vitiates the last two provisions abov*. 
owing to the use of the words "sub¬ 
stances” and "Ingredients.” Thly view 
was stoutly opposed by the majority 
of the committee. Representative Sher¬ 
ley making the principal speech. Hla 
remarks were closely followed by the 
members of the House, and ho was 


able to Illuminate the subject In such 
u manner us to win frequent applause. 
He was preceded in the debate by 
Judge Richardson and followed by 
Representative Stanley. 

The lutter had hardly begun his ar¬ 
gument w hen debate closed and he was 
taken from the floor. The vote wus 
then taken and the Richardson amend¬ 
ment was defeated. 

• • • 

Advocates Hopeful. 

The bill noiv goes to conference. Its 
advocates are very hopeful that an 
agreement will bo reached and the bill 
agreed to before adjournment. There 
are many points of difference -between 
the two houses. The* provision relat¬ 
ing to whisky as passed by the Senate 
Is as follows; "in the case of liquors 
an article shall be deemed adulterated 
if It contains any added Ingredient of a 
poisonous <rt deleterious character. 
Such liquor shall be deemed to be mis¬ 
branded: Firat. If It Is blended or rec¬ 
tified, or consists of un admixture of 
different grades of the same liquor, or 
contains, or Is mixed with, other sub¬ 
stances, and the word blended, rectified 
or mixed, is (he case may be. Is not 
plainly stated on th« package In which 
such liquor Is offered for sale, or if 
the label or any written or printed 
statement accompanying the package 
In which such liquor is kept or sold 
contains any false statement os to the 
character of the contents of such pack¬ 
age* or represents such liquor to be the 
product of any other country than that 
in which It was actually produced.” 

• • • 

Whisky a Mnin Obstacle. 

The whisky provision Is therefore 
among the Important differences which 
will have to be reconciled before a con¬ 
ference report can be adopted. In the 
course of his remarks Representative 
Sherley furnished the House with 
considerable valuable Information on 
tho general procens of distillation. 
With • reference to bottled In bond 
goods he said: 

"Under tKe bottling In bond act, 
w'hisky has to stay In the warehnu*© 
four years, and then It can be bottled. 
There Is no guaranty to any man who 
buys bottled In bond whisky that he In 
getting a high-grade whisky, that the 
grain out of which It has been mud© 
has been properly selected, that the 
yeast, that the distillation has been 
proper. Under existing law it is ab¬ 
solutely possible to take whisky made 
at the time when the beer batch Is 
sour and vriilsky Itself Is sour and 
musty, *0 mean that the slop of li 
would not be drunk by a hog. and to 
run tnat barrel into a registered ware¬ 
house. let It slay there four years, 
bring It out. bottle It under the seal 
of the United Rtates Government and 
impose It upon th© public a* pure 
whisky If you wanted to legislate 
for purity you ought to undo Instead 
of piling up mure law. Th©re is not a 
"bottled In bond” man who does not 
advertise “the Government guaran¬ 
tees the purity of my whisky. Sec the 
green stamp of Uncle flam.” 

• • • • 

Not Enough Time. 

Representative Stanley gave prom¬ 
ise of making a stirring speech for the 
amendment, but the little time allowed 
him broke off his argument before he 
hail fairly started. At the beginning 
of his speech he stated that Mr. Sher¬ 
ley had epitomized all tho arguments 
of th© skilled attorneys for the recti¬ 
fiers of whisky. Mr. Sherley at once 
Interrupted to know whether Mr, 
Stanley meant to Imply that Mr. Sher¬ 
ley was a representative of any spe¬ 
cial interest. 

"Not at all.” replied Mr. Stanley, "I 
take your word for what you say.” 

"1 meant to imply,” said Mr. Stanley, 
"that tf.is It* a conflict between two 
special interests, one of whom you 
espouse." 

Just at this point Representative 
Ryan Injected, "and the other you 
espouse." 

"No, sir,” hotly answered Mr. Stan¬ 
ley. "I stand here In the name of the 
health of the American people. In the 
name of honesty In enterprise and busi¬ 
ness. Just as much for honest' whisky 
as everything else.” 

• • • 

Old Whisky Quickly Made. 

Mr. Stanley then took a place,ln front 
of the Speaker's desk, where a long 
table containing alt kinds of liquors 
had been placed, and gave the House a 
practical example of making ten or 
twenty-year-old whisky in us many 
seconds. 

"I have no objection to a man blend¬ 
ing two kinds of whisky." said he. "but 
I do object lo his making any kind of 
whisky while you wait. H**re Is n 
quart of alcohol 100 proof strong." Mr 
Stanley ©mptled It Into a large vial. "It 
will **at the Intestines out of a coj'ote. 
It will make a howling denisb out of 
an anchorite; It will moke a rabbit spit 
In a bull dog’s face." 

Mr. Stanley then poured In a little 
bourbon. bt*n*l oil und carom el. The al¬ 
cohol Immediately took the appearance 
of "rod llckcr.” and as the House ap¬ 
plauded. Mr. Stanley shouted "There 
Is no connoisseur In this House who 
can tell this hellish business from the 
genuine article, and It Is making whis¬ 
ky In such a way that I denounce. I 
say that the coloring matter Is harm¬ 
less; 1 say that the caromel, is harm¬ 
less. but 1 say that the body stock of 
the whisky 1 made Is rank alcohol, and 
when It get* Into a man it Is pure hell.”

In Senate. 

Washington. Jne 23 —The three hours 
of to-day's session of the Senate pre¬ 
vious to the closing of the doors for 
executive business, were divided be¬ 
tween the discussion of the meat In¬ 
spection provision of the Agricultural 
Appropriation Bill ami a resolution by 
Senator Long, calling upon the Att**r- 
ney General for Information concern¬ 
ing the suits brought by him under 
the anti-trust laws. The meat lnspec -1 
tlon debate occurrred on a motion by 
Senator Proctor to send the Agricul¬ 
tural BUI to conference and after 
speeches by Senators Bailey, Warren 
and Galllr»g»*r. that motion wns adopt¬ 
ed. Mr Builey declared the House In¬ 
spection provision unconstitutional; 
Mr. Warren defended the Interests of 
the stock grower*, and Mr. Galllnger 
urged the necessity for close Inspec¬ 
tion at the expense of the packers. 

Th© long discussion was ended at the 
Instance of Senator* Forsker und Ba¬ 
con. but consideration of th© amend¬ 
ment was not concluded. Senator For- 
sker ng.tln took advantage of th© 
consideration of the spbject to ex¬ 
press his d»s ipproval of the Railroad 
Rate Bill, saying the failure of the 
measure In conference would prove a 
Godsend to th© country- 

The Sundry Civil Appropriation Bill 
was sent to conference, and another 
conference report on the bill leaving 
only one Item of disagreement. wa> 
acted upon.

NO JOURNEY TO MIDDLE WEST. 


Washington, June 23.—President 
Roosevelt will visit the Isthmus of 
Panama to make a personal Investiga¬ 
tion of tho work of construction of tho 

Panama canal. 

This announcement was made at the 
White House late this ufternoon by 
Secretary Loch, after a conference with 
the President. It Is expected the Presi¬ 
dent will leave Washington for Panama 
the latter part of next October or In 
the early days of November. He will 
be absent about Puree weeks. Th© trip 
probably will be made on on© of the 
big cruisers of the navy, but w*hat ves¬ 
sel will carry the President and his 
party Is not yet known. 

None of the details of tha trip yet 
have been worked out. Beyond the bare 
decision to make the trip, the President* 
has reached practically no conclusions. 
It Is likely he will be accompanied on 
the Journey by Secretary Taft and 
Chairman Shorn*, of the Panama Canal 
Commission, but even this has not been 

determined definitely. 

• • • 

To Spend Week On Zens. 

The President long has desired to In¬ 
spect the route of the canal and to 
muko hbnself personally familiar with 
the great undertaking of constructing 
the waterway, und the decision an¬ 
nounced to-day was not reached hast¬ 
ily, but has been under consideration 
for a considerable length of time. It 
Is the expectation that the President 
will be able to spend at least a week 
on the canal zone, and In that time he 
will familiarize himself with the sit¬ 
uation by a study of it at close range. 
A personal visit to the canal zone will 
enable him to handle with an absolute 
knowledge of the situation the great 
problems which constantly will be aris¬ 
ing In connection with the canal con¬ 
struction and administration. 

In connection with the announcement 
of the President’s Intention to visit 
Panama. Secretary Loeb said the Presi¬ 
dent had decided not to visit San Fran¬ 
cisco next autumn to participate In the 
ceremonies Incident to the laying of 
the corner stone of the new Federal 
building. The President feels that he 
cannot make the trip to Panama and 
one to San Francisco too. as the two 
trips necessarily would fall about the 
same time.

No Middle West Trip. 


For several weeks 1 
ig the 


the President ha* 
been considering the matter of making 
a trip next spring through the Middle 
West, touching points In Ohio, Indiana, 
Michigan. Illinois. Missouri. Oklahoma 
and perhaps other States. He had 
hoped to make the trip in order to ut- 
tend the commencement exercises of 
some of the agricultural colleges and 
State Institutions. Since the announce¬ 
ment was made of the llkellhoood of 
his making the trip, such a mass of lu- 
vitatffitis has been received from almost 
every State In the Union that the Presi¬ 
dent Anally decided not to make the 
trip ut all. It became evident that If 
he should accept one-tenth of the In¬ 
vitations he has received, the trip 
would occupy two or three months. 

The probability Is that he will go 
next May to Lansing. Mich., to uttend 
the semi-centennial celebration of the 
establishment of agricultural colleges 
in this country. There he will meet 
many of the prominent educators of the 
country. The trip will be brief, occupy¬ 
ing not more than three or four day©

But since 
Commissioner Bingham abolished the 
squad the society cannot work so ef¬ 
fectively as before, and the city beg¬ 
gars are Increasing In great number. It 
is hoi*ed now that the establishment of 
a large farm away from the city Will

Largest Steamship Afloat.

Contractors Accused. 

Sensational charges hnvk? been made 
igalnst contractors constructing the 
tunnels under the North’ and Eust riv¬ 
ers. and the Mayor has been appealed 
to In the matter. Rtnce the first of the 
year one hundred workmen have been 
stricken In the tubes from a disease 
called “the bends." and much of this 
has been brought about by lux man¬ 
agement. Charges have bety\ made 
that the air pumped Into the tubes 
Is permeated with bad odors, tjfat men 
physically unfit were permitte<l.ko work 
In that atmosphere, and. lastly, that 
New York has no hospital where the 
caisson disease may be properly treat¬ 
ed. Under pressure the blood absorbs 
s certain amount of air, and when the 
pressure becomes too great the blood 
fias more air than It can absorb, and 
death frequently results. To bring out 
the carelessness of the physician* em¬ 
ployed by the contractors, one work¬ 
man who died of the bends had been 
drinking the night before. The tunnel 
surgeon who examined him before he 
entered the lock told the man that he 
was not fit physically to work, but 
could take a chance If he wanted to. 
The deceased thereupon did It with 
disastrous results. The rate of wages 
is so high for lube workers, however, 
that plenty of men are always to be 
found who are ready to brave the cais¬ 
son disease in order to earn the 
money.

Record Breaking Run. 


By the bursting of the manhead In 
a iKilier at the knitcNsr establishment 
of Fred Hoerter, 51 Stoccker avenue, 
yesterday afternoon. Corn N. Holden 
was so. severely scalded that he died 
at the City Hospital seven hours later. 
He was literally cooked alive. He lin¬ 
gered all afternoon and evening In ex¬ 
cruciating pain, although lho physi¬ 
cians thought that he could not live a 
minute after the terrible scalding, dy¬ 
ing at 10:15 o'clock lust night. 

Holden was the engineer iu Hoerter's 
plant, and was standing directly under¬ 
neath one of the large boilers. He was 
attempting to open one of the vats, 
when suddenly with a crash the man- 
head of the boiler burst, covering him 
with the scalding water. He was en¬ 
veloped in tho escaping steam. The 
cloud of vapor kept the other workmen 
from seeing what had happened, and 
they realized what had occurred only 
when they heard the screams of the 
man as he lay In the Aery fluid. 

The place was so hot that It was 
with great difficulty that the men w-ere 
able to apprcmch the spot. They hast¬ 
ily dragged Holden from the boiler and 
placed him In a dressing room on the 
second floor. Dr. J, M. Morris* of 904 
Frankfort avenue, was summoned, and 
he saw at a glance that the man's cn*e 
was hopeless. He did what he could 
to relieve his misery and then had the 
ambulance summoned. He w'as taken 
to the hospital, where he w'as given a 
thorough examination. It was found 
that his flesh was actually cooked snd 
was almost falling off In strips. 

"I never saw* a man scalded so ter¬ 
ribly In all my life,*' said Dr. Morris 
last night "His Injuries were Incon¬ 
ceivable The man showed wonderful 
vitality. In lingering as long ns he did. 
1 did not expect him to survive the 
trip to the hospital In the ambulance. 
Hts flesh was literally cooked, and he 
was completely boiled from head to 
foot. There was not a single spot on 
his body that was not touched." 

Holden had been an engineer for sev¬ 
eral years, and was considered a very 
capable one. He had been employed by 
Hoerter's Butcher Company for wme 
time, and was well liked by his employ¬ 
ers. He lived at 1427 Washington 
street. He Is survived by his mother. 
Mrs. Barbara Holden, and two broth¬ 
ers. Robert and George, and one sis¬ 
ter, Sallie Holden.

Green's hand when court adjourned was 
Dr. McVey, pastor of Mr. Green's 
church In Binghamton, who has been 
a constant attendant at the trial. 

There Is still one other Indictment 
pending against Mr. Green—that of 
bribery* lb connection with the sale of 
time recorders to the Post-ogflce De¬ 
partment. the charges being based upon 
the same allegations contained In the 
indictment for. conspiracy upon which 
he was tried some time ago and Ac¬ 
quitted. District Attorney Baker would 
not say to-d&y what course he would 
pursue with reference to this indict¬ 
ment. 

The Indictment under which the de¬ 
fendants to-day were acquitted alleged 
that they entered into an agreement 
with George W, Beavers, former chief 
of the Division of Salaries and Allow¬ 
ances of the Post-office Department, by 
which tl^ Doremus Machine Company 
was to pay Beavers $26 for each can¬ 
celling Machine sold the Government 
through his procurement.

BURNING CATERPILLARS 

West End Fire Companies Make Rapid Dash, Thinking Big 
Conflagration Was Raging. 


Dashing across streets with all the 
mad haste they could urge from their 
gallant steeds, six companies of tho 
End division of the flro depart¬ 
ment went pell mell to 817 Twenty- 
first street at 7:16 o’clock last night 
in answer to an alarm tliat seemed 
to call for all the haste that was used.

Others ran also, but the Are depart¬ 
ment was the quicker, and when the 
vgvious tire fighting machines reached 
the scene they were In sight of a ter¬ 
rible holocaust. No definite list of the 
dead and Injured was obtainable, hut 
the best figures available showed that 


the death list would reach at least 
6 , 000 . 

For many feet around the oJr was 
fllletk with the pungent odor of burn¬ 
ing nulr, while the sight of the burn¬ 
ing bodies was sickening to anyone 
not hardened to such scenes. Madly 
thV) brave firemen dashed Into the yard, 
pulling their hose lines after them, and 
quickly they reached the back yard, 
from whence Issued the heaviest smoke.

FOR ELEVEN STATES, 


Southern Students' Conference, Y. M. 
C. A., In Session Near 
Asheville. 


Asheville. N. C„ June 23.—The South, 
cm Students’ Conference of the Young 
Men’s Christian Association Is In ses¬ 
sion at the Farm School, near Ashe 
vllle, N. C. From the eleven States 
represented, two hundred and fifty 
delegates have been sent. Tennessee 
has the largest delegation. 

Tho secretaries In charge are W. P. 
Weatherford, of New York, and It. M. 
Harper, of North Carolina. The lead¬ 
ing speakers are H. F. Laflane. of 
Cocanada. India; Jtobert E. Spier, of 
Nkw York; C. L. trooper, of New York; 
the Rev. H. H. Sweets, of Louisville; 
the Rev. J. T. Stone, of Baltimore; Dr. 
E. M. Potent, of Greenville. S. C.; Dr. 
Anderson, of Nashville, Tenn.. and Dr. 
E. I. Bosworth, of Oberiln, O. 

A regular programme has bean pre¬ 
pared, which Is followed each day. 
From 9 to 11 o'clock In the forenoon 
meetings are held In three of four dif¬ 
ferent rooms, each lusting iin hour. In 
these meetings various subjects are 
discussed, such as personal evangelism, 
how to conduct a Bible class; the best 
methods In Y. M. C*. A. work in the 
colleges, etc. At 11 a. m.. a public 
address Is given In the auditorium. 
The afternoons are devoted to recrea¬ 
tion. It has been so arranged that 
each delegate may participate In base¬ 
ball, tennis, swimming or mountain 
climbing. At 6.43 p. tn. a public addres* 
Is given on the hillside. At 8 p. m. each 
State delegation Is required to meet 
and formulate plans for the coming 
year. 

Ono of the most Important features 
of the conference is the privilege to 
have personal Interviews with tho 
great religious lenders. 

The purpose of the conference Is not 
to tench the young men the Bible or 
theological principles, but to help them 
to get a true vision of a great career, 
and to do the Christian work In their 
respective institutions more effectively.

H«* was taken back to Owensboro to¬ 
night. 


From a cargo of wild animals reach¬ 
ing New York from Bombay by the 
steamer Indriutama, Captain Craven, 
a few days ago. two full grown leop¬ 
ards wore selected by Colonel Mundy 
fur the Luna Park show, says the 
Now York Herald. They were fresh 
from the Jungles of India, beautiful 
creatures, with ey«?s biasing and but 
a fortnight In captivity when put on 
shipboard for the voyage to New 
York. To subjugate these wild leop¬ 
ards on their arrivsl at Coney Island 
was the problem before the profession¬ 
al trainers of Colonel Mundys me- 
nagcrle In Luna Park. 

A Herald reporter and a photog¬ 
rapher were there when the dangerous 
work began. It was one o'clock In tht? 
morning and the trainers were at the 
leopards’ cage with the necessary 
paraphernalia — collars. long steel 
chains, ropes, revolvers. prodding 
forks and whips of the bull whacking 
variety, which a trainer can crack 
with the report of a • rifle and wkh 
which he can bring his animals under 
subjection when once they have been 
tamed. 

Here are the names of the experts 
who were to do the business of the 
night—Colonel Mundy. of European 
reputation. In charge; Captain Ricar¬ 
do, a famous trainer, and Madame 
More tit, a famous French leopard 
trainer, who handles no animals but 
leopards, and Monsieur R»?y, her hus¬ 
band, also a fearless trainer. 

Tho first thing was to put collars on 
the leopards. A leather collar Is to re¬ 
main permanently and a steel collar 
Is for temporary use In giving the 
leopards their opening lessons for be¬ 
ginners In training. Of course, the ani¬ 
mals were in separate cages As the 
leopard is the most ferocious of an! 
mals. the trainers proceeded cautious 
ly. Through the heavy steel bars they 
manipulated a lasso, and after an 
hour's work got tho loop over the 
beast's head and then drew him 
against tho steel bars and fastened 
him there. 

It took three strong men about all 
they could do to handle this bunch 
of living dynamite in a spotted skin 
and cinch his snarling head against 
the bars. Then each leg was lassoed 
and also fastened to a separate bar 
until the leopard was helpless and 
could only roar and gnash his teeth. 

Next came the really dangerous 
work. The trainers entered the cage, 
and In spile of those long white spike 
teeth, the Inflamed red. dripping tongue 
and blazing eyes, the two collars were 
snapped around the leopard's neck with 
a long rope and a hundred-foot steel 
chain attached. Now the excitement of 
the night began. 

Down through a little runway or cor¬ 
ridor leading from the cage door to the 
big barred arena the long steel chain 
was passed out through the bars of 
the cage where spectators usually look 
Into the den of performing beasts. A 
man handled this chain, while another 
man manipulated the rope which re¬ 
mained through the bar* of the little 
cage where the collars were put on. 

Then with a pull from another rope, 
the cage door was opened and out 
bounded the leopard, whose feet had 
been loosened ond with a howl and o 
snarl he landed in the middle of the 
arena, where he was brought to buy 
by a tug of the steel chain. This was 
too much for him, and In his fury he 
rolled over and over like a wildcat, 
spitting and spluttering, ond clawing 
the air, his fearful paws opening and 
shutting, disclosing a circle of white 
hooks, each strong enough to rip a 
plonk like a buss saw. 

TbS next thing was to F*peM the 
operation with the other leopard. Col 
Mundy said that not once out of a 
hundred times could a perfectly wild 
leopard be collared without a trainer 
getting a scratch or a Liter. As If was. 
Col. Mundy got one of his fingers rip¬ 
ped open by a little love tup from a 
claw, notwithstanding the beast was 
securely lashed to the cage. 

When the second leopard bounded 
Into the arena he was ready to de¬ 
stroy anything living. He had no time 
to think, and In his frenty he leaped 
upon the other leopard, which turned 
on us back and slushed at his compan¬ 
ion with all his claws. For a moment 
It looked like a small hurricane of 
spots, teeth and claws, but the men 
holding the chains attached to the col¬ 
lars pulled the animal* apart by main 
strength and fired blank charges and 
streams of Are Into the faces of the 
leopards. This frightened them Into 
submission and they were hauled up 
close to the bar* and fastened by the 
chains, and then began the still more 
dangerous work of training them. 

The first thing In training a leopard 
Is to place one or two of those paint¬ 
ed pyramid boxes or pedestals near the 
bars of the arena. A few feet of 
slack chain give the animal a little 
play. A bit of meat on a fork la of¬ 
fered the beast; he sniffs and refuses 
to eat. 

Then they pull the leopard up to the 
pedestal, and with a few gentle taps of 
the whiplash the trainer tries to en¬ 
courage the 'Vat'* to mount the pedes¬ 
tal. He still refuses to move, and the 
men at the chain haul him bodily onto 
the block. Then they talk to him 
soothingly, call him a pretty beast and 
•ay “Whoa! Whoa*** and things like 
that, as If the leopard were a domestic 
animal and would understand It. 

At limes they hauled him about like 
a log of wood and made him mount the 
pedestal and move from point to point 
by main force. Then they let him rest 
a while, guve him more meat, and talk¬ 
ed to him as If he were a baby, a 
darling heir to a fortune—the pet or 
the household, a sweet little kitten to 
h* kindly t ran ted. and after ten solid 
hour* of this kind of work It was nec¬ 
essary to rest and get ready for the 
regular exhibition of the day. 

Strange as it may oeem, the most 
difficult task of the day, almost as an¬ 
noying as collaring the animals In the 
night, was getting them back to their 
den*. They hulled on the ropes that 
ran through the hallway to the cage 
and out through the bars, and it took 
three men. with CPU Mundv’s assist¬ 
ance, to pull the first of the spotted 
cat* Into the cage. He roared and 
spluttered like firewurk* and bomb* as 
they yanked him through the door Into 
the den. 

Then they wont for the other leopard. 
He. too, would not move. The trainer 
cracked her whip In his face, the men 
prodded him with a long-handled fork, 
and he stood up on hi* hind legs and 
opened hi* mouth. Just then the train¬ 
er poked the bundle of the prod to¬ 
ward him. and like a flash of lightning 
the ‘•cut** bit a foot of the hickory 
handle off. as If It were sponge cake.

The use of the word loan for lend 1* 
so frequent as almost to give It au¬ 
thority. but to many It seems a vul¬ 
garism. Alfred Ayers. In hi* Impor¬ 
tant work.. “The Verbalist/* dispose* 
of the subject In very words. 

“Tliere are thn»*/* says Mr. Ayres, 
who contend that there 1 * no such 
verb as to loan, although It has been 
found In our literature for more than 
300 years. Whether there Is properly 
such a verb or not. It is quite certain 
that It is only those having a vulgar 
penchunt for big word* that will prefer 
It to its synonym, lend. Better far to 
say, 'Lend me your umbrella’ than 
'Loan me your umbrella.* ” 

“To loan, a* a verb, has to us a

Big Elephant Bushes Circus Wagon 
Off Track Just In Time To 
Avert Wreck. 


The strength of Holy Moit» was all 
that saved the Alton Limited from be¬ 
ing wrecked at the Chicago and Alton 
grade crossing. Washington and Sec¬ 
ond streets, Alton, says the St. Louts 
Post Dispatch. Holy Moses Is an el¬ 
ephant. and. In reward for pushing a 
collapsed animal wagon from Its posi¬ 
tion on the tracks, he was given all the 
peanuts he wanted to eat Monday. 

The wagon belongs to the Gasklll 
Carnival Company, and was being 
driven to a flat car, preparatory to 
shipment to Olney, Ill. The front 
wheels gave down as It wna crossing 
the track, and the six horses attached 
were unable to budge It. 

When It was seen that tjie horses 
were powerless to take the heavy 
wagon off the track. Abdallah, keeper 
of Holy Moses, was told to bring the 
elephant forth. 

As Abdallah drove the elephant leis¬ 
urely toward the wrecked wagon, a 
man ran up with an excited cry. "The 
Limited Is coining, you’ll have to move 
that Wfigon quick." 

In the distance a long drawn whis¬ 
tle announced the advent *»f the train, 
speeding fifty miles an hour. The faces 
of the showmen blanched, and Holy 
Moses was forced to the track at a 
lumbering trot. 

Kneeling. Holy Moses placed hi* 
enormous head against the rear of 
the wagon. The thunder of the coming 
train grew' more UIstlnoL Abdallah ap¬ 
plied hie goad, but the wagon did not 
budge. 

Other showmen stood about the 
w agon breath lea*. The foreman of the 
animal department cursed softly be¬ 
neath his breath. If the limited hit 
that wagon It meant the death, not only 
of his most valuable unltnnl. but prob¬ 
ably of many of the passengers on the 
train.

To these persons a 
Malaproplstn 1* poasesaod of rich hu¬ 
mor, while an Ignorance of nice dis¬ 
tinction l* an unpardonable crime. The 
English language allows of many 
Malapruplsm* and also of many com¬ 
mon violation* of prcclscne**. 

Two commonly misused word* are 
cng«*r and anxious. In ordinary conver¬ 
sation It Is not unusual to hear persons 
say th«*y art* anxious to go to an even¬ 
ing party, when they clearly mean that 
they are eager for that pleasure.

Down In the great vault room of the 
Mutual Life Insurance Company a 
corps of picked employes, under guard 
and protection of the company’s spe¬ 
cial policemen, is engaged in the dally 
un*k of ripping off the Interest coupons 
from millions of dollars’ worth of 
bonds, say* the New' York Herald. 

There are not many Institutions In 
th»* world which have In u single vault 
bonds to the value of $190,000,000. That 
was tho aggregate of the Mutual’s In¬ 
vestment In bonds at the time of Us 
latest report, on January 1 last. The 
Interest on these bonds brings to the 
company a revenue of more than $7,- 
500,000 a year. and. as the Interest on 
most of them Is payable semi-annually, 
on Junuary* 1 and July 1. these are busy 
days tn tho Mutual s vault room. 

The clipping of the Interest coupons 
from these bonds is a tank requiring 
great accuracy. For nv»re than two 
w«H*k* prior to July 1 and January* 1 
uf each yvnr six men are engaged two 
hours a day at this work, and they 
nro all skilled at the trick and know 
how to do It expeditiously. 

All these men are under the orders 
of William P. Sand*, cashier of the 
Mutual Life, who sit* In a central posi¬ 
tion at the table where the work Is be¬ 
ing done. Mr. Sand* has been with the 
Mutual for forty-four years, and he has 
been cutting off coupon* In this way 
seml-annuauy ever since the company 
first owned bonds on which the Interest 
Is paid In this way. Within the last de¬ 
cade Mr. Sands 1ms personally ripped 
off coupons worth more than $10,000.- 
000 . 

When he wns asked yesterday how 
rapidly he could do the work he re¬ 
plied that experience had enabled him 
to remove the coupon* accurately from 
about five hundred bonds each hour. 
That would be at the rate of about one 
every seven seconds. A* the men work 
oqly two hours ouch day, Mr. Ponds 
can personally dispose of about one 
thousand bonds dally of an aggrogste 
face value of $1,000,000. A considerable 
portion of that lime Is consumed In the 
elaborate system of checking, after the 
actual physical act of detaching the 
coupons has been accomplished. 

All the bonds are kept In the Mg 
vault of the company In the treasurer’* 
department on the second floor of the 
building. They are stored in metallic 
boxes about 4 by 14 by 22 Inches. Each 
box contains about $500,000 in bond*. 
The coupons are tom off by mean* of 
a little steel square and stacked In 
piles. They are then recounted and 


checked back, to make sure 4 that no | 
error has be*n made. One little tray 
about nine Inches square by tfir< o deep 
contains coupons that by July 1 will 
be worth about $500,000. To cut these 
coupons with scissors along tw*o sides 
would be too laborious end w'ould take 
more than double the time required to 
detach them by tearing. This tearing 
Is done very quickly and with one 
movement, after the steel square has 
been accurately placed over the cou¬ 
pon about to be detached. 

The great burglar and flre-proof 
vault In which these bonds and other 
securities are stored is one of tho larg¬ 
est private safe deposit vaults in the 
city. It is more than 13 feet In length, 
21 feet wide and 10 feet high, and 
weighs more than 100 ton*, Ita massive 
steel door, a foot thick and weighing 
between ten ami fifteen ton*, swings 
on a crane hinge. It 1* operated on the 
i double pressure system and 1* fastened 
by twenty-one bolts, each two and a 
half Inches in diameter. 

These bolts are checked ly four com¬ 
bination locks and a three-movement 
time lock. When the door Is closed the 
vuult la made absolutely air tight, 
making the Introduction of liquid ex- 
i plosive* Impossible. The opening of I 
j this vault I* quits a funotkm. No one ] 
person at any time Is permitted to 
know the combination* of both the out¬ 
er and Inner doors, and when the treus- | 
urar and bis assistant* open the door* 

I each morning It must be done In the 
j presence of the president, vice presi¬ 
dent, financial manager, controller, as- 
Mstuni controller or secretary as a 
third person. The vault will hold se¬ 
curities to the value of about $300,000,- 
000 . 

Total asset* of the Mutual now' ex¬ 
ceed $470,000,000. which Is nearly $30.- 
000.000 In excess of the combined sur¬ 
plus of all the national bank* In the 
united Staten and about $80,000,000 
more thun the assets of the New York 
Central and Hudson River railroad 
I system.

Where is the cclobratcd infonner, 
Murray of Broughton, burled? Why 
wa« Mrs. Sr'ott, mother of Sir Walter 
Scott burled in tho precincts of /the 
modern Episcopal Church of 8t. John, 
Prince* street. Edinburgh, and not with 
her husband nnd some of her children 
in the family burial place of the Church 
of the Grey Friors? In answer to these 
questions a singular story hits rs ach¬ 
ed me. The evidence Is that of a lady, 
still living, to whom the story wits told 
by a much older lady, u Rutherford by 
bit th and a first cousin of Mrs Scott, 
Sir Walter's mother. Th«* narratlv** h is 
been written out by a brother of the 
lady, who hod It from this cousin of 
Mrs. Scott's: I tell in It my own words. 

There are few bolter-known passu 
in Lockhart's Life of 8o»tt than that 
which contains the anecdote of 
"Broughton's Saucer," cherished a« a 
curious relic by Sir Walter. His father 
had u client who frequently come to 
him at night. He was a gentleman In 
whoso visits Mrs. Scott detected a mys¬ 
tery; her curiosity was excited. 

She at last entered the room In the 
old house In College Wynd, whore her 
husband and the gentleman were en¬ 
gaged In legal business, and offered 
them the refreshment of tea. Tho visit¬ 
or accepted It; Mr. Scott'did not When 
the gentleman had gone Mr. Scott threw 
the tea-cup which he had used out of 
the window. Mrs. Scott was horrified 
by the attack on her crockery, and her 
husband explained that his lips and 
those of hla family must not 'coma 
after Murray of Broughton." Mr. Scott 
was no Jacobite, but Murray was held 
In abhorrence by all parties. Sir Walt¬ 
er. when, as a boy, he came, to hoar 
tho story, made prize of "Houghton's 
saucer." 1 have soon the/fl'ed, or other 
document, on which Mr. Scott and 
Murray of Broughton wero then en¬ 
gaged. and to the best of my memory 
the date was 1764. and concerned the 
sale of the estate of Broughton. 

This Murray was of ancient family, 
descended from a second son of Mur¬ 
ray of Phlllphaugh, In Selkirkshire, a 
place famous for the fatal defeat of 
Montrose by Lkavtd Leslie. This sec¬ 
ond son of the Laird of Phlllphaugh. 
In the reign of Joiner IV., married the 
heiress of Rornanno of Roman no. The 
family were Royalists In the Civil 
Wars of ChArles I., and received a 
baronetcy from Charles II.. while they 
had been fined to the extent of £2,(W> 
by Cromwell. John Murray of the 6up 
and saucer was born In 1715; his father, 
anys Lockhart, "was a person of great 
worth and honor," that Is. he was an 
honest Jacobite. He was pardoned for 
his share In the rising of 1715, and. 
therefore, would take no hand In later 
plots. His son, at the age of twenty 
two (1TST). went to Rome and lost his 
heart to Prince Charles. Judging by 
his own “Memorials" (wilted by Mr. 
Fitzroy Bell), he wns the most intel¬ 
ligent organizer of the Scottish Ja¬ 
cobites between 1740 and the rising of 
1745, and he wns the official correspond, 
ent of the party In their dealings with 
the exiled Stuarts. In the rising he 
acted as secretary to Prince Charles, 
and, though he showed energy and 
ability, he was theabject of Jealousies, 
as was Inovltablc. He was seriously 
111 at the time of Culloden, but took 
part In concealing the French gold 
which arrived too late. He retreated 
to the Tweed, aiid was arrested at his 
sister s house. By April 28. 1747, Prince 
Charles had to bewail that "poor Lord 
Lovat ha* been executed through Mur¬ 
ray’s rascality." He had turned King’s 
evidence to save his life. Th« Prince 
must have forgiven him If it be true 
that Charles visited his old secretary 
in London In or about 1783. 

There Is a story that he became In¬ 
sane. and a writer In Notes and Queries 
iSeries IV , XI . 414-419) avers that 
he died In 1777 at Cheshunt, In Hertford 
shire. His wife, a beautiful lady left 
him about 1748. and no trace of her 
later life has ever been discovered. He 
took another wife, though whether be¬ 
fore or after the deatth of his first 
cannot be ascertained. His family by 
the second wife one wns Charles Mur¬ 
ray. father of William Murray the ac¬ 
tor, a friend of Sir Walter Scott. His 
historical writings are In the possession 
of his descendants. The Information is 
from Mr Fltzroy Bell’s edition of Mur¬ 
ray’s ’’Memorials.'’ If It could be 
proved that Murray died at Chestnut 
the following narrative must be erron¬ 
eous. It alleges, on the authority of 
the cousin of Scott's mother, that, some 
time after the affair of the tea-cup. 
Scott's father was called at night to see 
a dying man In an obscure close or 
wynd of the town of Edinburgh. On 
his return, the narrative say.*. Mr 
ftcott Informed his wife that he had 
been with Murray or Broughton and 
hod seen him die. Detested by a l. 
Murrav Implored Mr Scott to 
him burled secretly In some place where 
his grave would be forever unknown 
Mr. Scott, therefore, managed to have 
Murray quietly Interred in his own 
family burylng-plaec In the Grey 
Friars Ktrkyard. In consequence of 
this fact Mrs. Scott, who Is represent¬ 
ed as lady of Jacobite sympathies, de¬ 
termined not to sleep hor long sleep 
In the neighborhood of Murray the 
traltor It is not aaserted that she 
told the secret to Sir Walter Scott, but 
a* a matter of fact, sne was laid In 
the burial place surrounding the then 
new Episcopal Church of 8t John, at 
the west end of Princess street. Edin¬ 
burgh In life she had. of course, pro¬ 
fessed the Presbyterian religion. 

Such is the narrative. It Is not neers 
sarlly Inconsistent with, but H U cer¬ 
tainly not corrobroated by Sir Walter 
Scott's account of his mother's burial. 
Thin account la given In a letter of 
Scott to his brother Thomas, then in 
r&nada (December 22. 1819. continued 
on December 23). Scott rives his own 
reasons for his choice of a place of 
interment, and says nothing about any 
wish expressed by his mother She had 
a stroke of apoplexy or paralysis on 
the night of December 13-14, when she 
“totally lost the power of speech." It 
is clear, therefore, that she would b^ 
unshb-. after this date, to express any 
desire as to the place of her sepulchre 
On December 15 her brother. Dr. Ru h 
erford. died suddenly. In the act of 
stroking his oat. The news was con¬ 
cealed from his sister. Miss C. Ruth¬ 
erford. who expired suddenly on De¬ 
cember 17. Dr. Rutherford's son, Mr 
Robert Rutherford. had recently 
ibought a burial ground of some extent 
at St. John's church, and parted with 
half of It to Scott’s cousins, the Rua- 
»dls of Aahesttel. ScOtt himself bought 
“one-half of Mi«s Russell’s Interest in 
this sad spot, moved by it extreme se¬ 
clusion. privacy, and security,” for 
these were the days of the “resurrec¬ 
tion men." stealers of corpse*. “When 
poor Jack was burled In the Grey 
Frlnrs churchyard, where my father 
and Anne He” (on the left hand as yon 
pass from the chumhyurd by the en¬ 
trance to Herlot's hospital), "1 thought; 
their graves more encroached upon 
than I liked to witness; ami In this 
new place l intend to lay our i>*or 
mother*when the scene shall close; *o 
that the brother and the two sisters, 
who*# fate has been so very closely 
entwined In death, may not b* dlvl’el 
In the grave." On the following day 
Scutt -. rite* that all his moth r’s 
fairs of every sort have been very long 
arranged for this great change;" she 
remained speechless though not uncon¬ 
scious tlU she died. 

Thus there Is not u hint. In Scats 
letter, that hi* mother had expressed! 
in hrr will or otherwise n wl*h to hr 
burled In any particular place, or »n 
uversion to the Grey Frlurs Uhurch- 
ynrd, where lay her husband and some 
of her children. Conceivably rhe had 
expressed a desire to be burled <l»c- 
jwliere than In the famous historic cem¬ 
etery of the FnuKlMStu. without giv¬ 
ing her reason—the p re s ence th* r~ of 
Murray ot Broughton—which would 


have been deeply Interrating to Sir 
Walter. Conceivably Sir Walter did 
not choose to commit the fact to writ¬ 
ing. but certainly one cannot gather 
from his letter that he had any motive 
for avoiding the use of the family 
"lair," as the Soots say, except the 
reason which he gives—the place was 
overcrowded. Possibly the Register* 
of the Grey Friars cemetery may throw 
light on tho subject of this weird fam¬ 
ily tradition. Mr. Scott pere. who had 
such strong feelings about Murray'* 
tea-cup. showed great self-denial If, at 
Murray's request, he gave posthumous 
hospitality to the remains of that most 
unhappy man. One son of the Inform¬ 
er. by his first marriage, was an officer 
In the British navy; another rose to 
high rank In the army. Perhaps re¬ 
searches in the Parish Register of Ches- 
hunt, Herts, about 1777 may decisively 
chife the question. Meanwhile I tell 
iho st ory a* It was to ld to me. 

NO BLOOD SHED AT 
THESE BULL FIGHTS 


PORTUGESE HAVE DIFFERENT 
SORT OF CONTESTS. 


Horsemanship Shown and Whole In¬ 
cident Full of Grace. 


The discussion as to the cruelty of 
bull fights aroused by the programme 
arranged for the Spanish royal wed- 
dlng may make It Interesting to know 
something of the Portuguese bull light, 
which, while not without danger and 
some humanitarian objection, has none 
of the painful detail* of the Spanish 
bull fight, »*y* the London Express, 
lilood 1* not shed, horse* are not gored 
to doath, and It certainly necessitate* 
In Its participants nerve, courage and 
agility. 

At the beginning of the fight, the 
great doors opposite the royal box ara 
thrown o|>en. and the procession of bull 
fighters in their picturesque costumes 
• nters, crosses the arena, and halting 
under the royal box, salutes its occu¬ 
pants, and asks the neceakary permis¬ 
sion to begin the entertainment. 

The expada*. or fighters on foot, then 
retire, followvd by those on horse¬ 
back. w'ho, In making their exit, give a 
splendid exhibition of horsemanship 
and the manner In which their splendid 
horses are trained. With hardly any 
movement of their hands they rein 
back their mounts In a perfectly 
straight line across the arena, and 
through the gates that had served them 
as on entrance. The entrada Is over, 
and everything Is ready for the first 
bull. 

In obedience to a trumpet call, the 
doors opposite the royal box are again 
swung open, and a Caballero, or 
mounted lighter, comes In. His horse 
Is a thoroughbred, carrying his rib¬ 
bon-bedecked head proudly and areh- 
his neck In a way that shows 
plainly, how conscious he Is of the at¬ 
tention he is attracting, while hla per¬ 
fectly groomed coat shines Ilk© bur¬ 
nished metal in the sunlight. 

• * • 

Picturesque Horseman. 


On his badk. seated like a centaur, 
his feet In tho old Spanish box stir¬ 
rups. Is a man wearing a three-conier- 
od, feather-trimmed hat. a scarlet coat 
reaching below his knees, trimmed with 
silver laco, a pair of mous!*-colored 
breeches, and long boots of *#>ft black 
leather. In his right hand he carries 
a long banderillo. Scattered about the 
ring are four or five men c ar r y i ng 
chinks, whose business It Is to attract 
the bull and place him In favorable 
positions for the cabollero to plant his 
banderillo*. The trumpet again *junds, 
the smaller door to the left of the royal 
box Is opened, and In rushes the bull. 
His horns are covered with leather to 
prevent hi* doing any harm should any 
hapless actor In the fight make a slip 
and get within their reach. 

The bull rushes straight to the cen¬ 
ter of the ring. looking rather perplex¬ 
ed. and wondering what on earth Ire 
l» there for. A scarlet cloak is flash¬ 
ed before his eyes, and he Is after It In 
a second, giving It an angry toss a* 
It hangs on the barrier, the man ma¬ 
nipulating it having lost no tlms In 
placing himself on the other side. No 
sooner does the bull think he has got 
rid of his baiter than another cloak la 
flashed in front of hlin, nnd he give* 
chase once more. Soon he sees the 
scarlet cloak of the horseman and 
makes for that. 

With consummate skill, the rider, 
looking as If he were glued to hfs pid¬ 
dle, draws the bull on, checking hts 
pace so as not to get too far away, 
yet at the same time leading the bull 
to think that the horse will fall an 
easy prey to his horn*. On nnd on 
they go, and now the bull, thinking 
the time nnd distance Just right, low¬ 
ers his head preparatory to goring the 
horse. Something must have gone 
wrong, for the bull stops dead In his 
tracks with a sharp pain In the upper 
part of hls neck, while the horse breaks 
Into a walk a few yards away. 

• • • 

Triumphal Strains. 


Tho band play* n triumphal strain, 
aie! various colored paper flags un 
fold themselves from the short end of 
the bundetillo that remains planted 
In the bull's neck In spite of bis wM 
efforts to shake It off. Mad with rage, 
the bull goes for the nearest man. 
who, slipping quickly out of the way. 
directs the Infuriated animal towards 
the home. 

The bull recognlxes hls tormentor, 
and starts off In mad pursuit, bent on 
retaliation. Now he is close to him 
—so dose that the onlookers hold thdr 
breath, €-xpectlng to »ee the horns enter 
the horse’* body Iti spite of their leath¬ 
er protection. Down gora hls head, 
sure of success, but he has failed again. 
He feels another sharp prick In hls 
neck, and ohee more the band pro¬ 
claim* the success of th4 caballero. 

Two bander Ulus are now* planted, 
whose bite 1* accentuated by each 
movement of the bull's fine head. An¬ 
other pause, and th** bull stands paw- 
lug the ground In the center of the 
ring. He seems to have made up hi* 
mind that he has hud enough of this 
gntne, where he gets all the kicks, and 
can never succeed in getting any satis¬ 
faction in return. Four or five more 
darts htv planted, and then, as he ap¬ 
pear* to have become bored, the trum- 
It't again sounds. A herd of cow* are 
driven In. who surround the bull and 
lead him out.

HISTORY OF SOME KNOWN. 


The quest by two British warships 
I and the Newfoundland sealing steam¬ 
er Adventure for the* derelict freighter 
Dunmore, adrift In the ocean shipping 
track since January 19. Indicates the 
absolute necessity for some concerted 
measures by the great maritime pow¬ 
ers for ridding the North Atlantic of 
these pests, which are a constant men¬ 
ace to blue water fabrics, and which, 
for aught we* know to the contrary, 
may have proved the destruction of 
more than one fine steamer in recent 
year^. says the London Mall. 

• When we recall how the Elbe was 
sunk by the collision with the collier 
Crathie after leaving .Southampton on 
a snowy, sleety morning In January. 
18%. and 336 lives were lost; when we 
remember that a similar catastrophe 
occurred on the Orand Banks on July 
4. 1898. when the Bourgogne rammed 
the barque Cromartyshire In a dense 
fog and 430 souls perished; and when 
we reflect upon the loss of the Valencia 
off Vancouver Island only three months 
ago with a death roll of 137.

There could 
be vary effective work provided for 
gunboats or cruisers in patrolling dif¬ 
ferent areas of oceon In quest of dere¬ 
licts. and sinking them as soon as 
found; while It Is beyond question also 
that scores of lives would be saved by 
the presence of such ocean patrols, the 
crews of endangered vessels bring 
rescu**d therefrom, which at present In 
numerous instances urn sucked down 
with them and help to add to the un¬ 
numbered mysteries which occur upon 
the wide face of the waters. In view* 
of the many other directions In which 
International co-operation has been en¬ 
listed on behalf of the saving of life 
and property at seu. It is surprising 
that some action has not been tak*n 
ere this by the great merchant ship¬ 
ping agencies to secure such an em¬ 
inently desirable and necessary reform.

For the first time In a great many 
years, the 8t. John's day celebration 
could not be held on the day scheduled 
on account of the Inclemency of the 
weather Soturday.

The action of the committee Is es¬ 
pecially commen'dable, as it will allow 
participation In this annual occasion 
by thousands who would not have 
faced the rain and cold at the Jockey 
Club track, where the celebration Is to 
be held. Although provision had been 
made to shelter l&.OCHT people, the pleas¬ 
ures of the occasion would have been 
greatly marred, and ft far smaller 
crowd would have participated In the 
picnic. Besides, two of the principal 
features of the programme, the sham 
brittle and the mule race, would have 
bad to be eliminated. The Infield of 
the Jockey Club track, which !» to be 
used for the sham battle, was rendered 
•oft and muddy by the alow, gentle 
rain, and It would have made participa¬ 
tion In the mimic fight extremely dis¬ 
agreeable to the participants, nnd 
would have greatly hampered the 
maneuvers of the military. By the 


postponement until to-morrow, with¬ 
out further rain, the grounds should bo 
in fine condition, and this great feature 
will doubtless attract thousands of 
people.

TO TEST LAW. 

Board of Children*! Guardians At 
Issue In Indian^ 

Lula Dtnson. a Jeffersonville girl, 
who is hut eleven years old. is the 
central figure in a legal battle that is 
of considerable Interest ult over Indi¬ 
ana on account of the rights of the 
D»*iird of Children's Guardians, an or¬ 
ganisation that exists in every county 
In the State, being involved. At the 
Inmnnre of the Clark County Board 
the girl was taken away, from her 
stepfather and her mother, Mr. and 
Mrs. Warder DUlow, and combatted to 
m the Industrial School for Girls by 
Judge Montgomery on January 6. 

The case was bitterly oontealod In 
Jeffersonville. Notice of appeal to the 
Appellate Court was given on On¬ 
ground that the girl was committed to 
a prison without being given a trial 
by Jury, which was asked for and re¬ 
fused. The question of the Jurisdic¬ 
tion of the Board at Children's Guard¬ 
ians Is Involved The Bourd of Stare 
Charities Is deeply Interested In the 
•uit and wants the law tested. To that 
end William C. G*ake, Deputy Attor¬ 
ney General of Indiana, has Just filed 
his brief, and two Important points in 
law are touched. 

Mr. Goake In his brief contends that 
the State has a right through the 
Board of Children’s Guardians to take 
s child away from its parents where, 
because of the Immoral surroundings 
and moral depravity of the parents, 
the child is denied proper care, protec¬ 
tion and education, ft is also held that 
the Industrial School is not a prison, 
but an Institution provided by the 
State for the care and education of 
minors, where such care Is denied them 
at home. 

As to the main question on whl^h 
the appeal la boned, it Is the contention 
of the State that the right of trial by 
Jury only obtains when the person la 
* charged with crime, and In the brief 
Mr. Oeake says; "A proceeding under 
the laws of Indiana to send a child to 
the Industrial School Is not a crim¬ 
inal proceeding. The constitutional 
guarantee of the right to a tripl by 
Jury has reference only to criminal 
caeca” In case the lower court is re¬ 
versed It Is believed the entire law 
under which the Boards of Children's 
Guardians throughout the State are 
operating will be affected and will be 
practically rendered useless.

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Approve Federation Plan. 


Six religious bodle*. which have held 
their national conventions during the 
paat month, have approved the plan of 
federation adopted by the Interchurch 
Conference on Federation, which met 
in New York last November Thirty 
denomination© are named in the plan, 
nnd provision Is made for the organiza¬ 
tion of a Federal Council of Churches 
of Christ In America, when twenty of 
th© thirty bodies shall have approved 
the plan. Thus far no denomination 
has acted adversely on the matter, a* 
there ha* thus far been opportunity lo 
present It to those which have approv¬ 
ed it. 

Thesse denominations are the Metho¬ 
dist Episcopal. South, with 1.595,014 
members; the Colored Methodist, with 
214.9K7 members; the Presbyterian*. 
North, with 1.087.973. and the Cum¬ 
berland Presbyterian*, with 185.786; 
the United Presbyterians, with 123.601 
meiTTbers. and the Reformed Church In 
America, with 116/668. These bodies 
represent a combined membership of 
3,323.029, or about one-stxth of the to¬ 
tal membership of the thirty denom¬ 
ination* named In the plan of federa¬ 
tion. 

The first meeting of the Federal 
Council Is to be held in December. 1908, 
at a place yet to be decided upon, pro¬ 
vided the necessary two-thirds of the 
denominations take favorable action. 
Little doubt Is expressed by re¬ 
ligious leaders that the plan will be 
favored by even a larger majority than 
two-thirds. A very few bodies may 
act adversely, but the national gath¬ 
ering* of the fall and spring or this 
year and next are expected to bring 
most of them Into line and assure the 
formation of the new federation or¬ 
ganization. 

• • • 

Opposed By the Disciples. 

Argument pro and con on the Feder¬ 
ation question has been more heated 
among Disciples of Christ than In any 
other denomination. So much space 
in denominational papers has been de¬ 
voted to It, so much attention has been 
given It by the rank and file of the 
church, that leaders are now trying to 
call a halt It) the discussion In the In¬ 
terest of the missions and other agen¬ 
cies of th© church, which It Is claimed 
are being neglected because of th© con¬ 
troversy. 

This discussion among Disciples of 
Christ was started, it Is claimed, by 
the action, some four years ago. of the 
American Christian Missionary Society, 
which adopted a resolution Indorsing 
the federation movement. The acting 
secretary of this society, the Rev. Will¬ 
iam J Wright. Is the spokesman In the 
attempt to stop the discussion, which 
ho says hns been conducted, at least in 
part, without a full knowledge of what 
federation means, and he recommends 
that the disputants read thc 700-page 
book containing the proceeding* of the 
Interchurch t'onferenc© on Federation, 
which will throw much needed light on 
th© whole matter. 

The Disciples were represented In the 
New York conference last fall, but It 
is claimed by who oppote th* 

participation of the body In th© move¬ 
ment that the representatives war© not 
officially appointed, and really repre¬ 
sented no one but themselves. It la 
held that Disciple* cannot federate 
with other denominations along the 
lines Indicated by th© plan of federa¬ 
tion without abandoning some of their 
long-held belief* in their own church. 
Others in th© denomination as strenu¬ 
ously hold that ther© is tm reason why 
such federation may not prevail. The

For Propagation of Faith. 


The report of the receipt* of the So¬ 
ciety for the Propagation of the Faith, 
which la the voluntary missionary or¬ 
ganisation In the Homan Catholic 
Church, with headquarters at Lyons, 
France, has Just been issued from the 
brunch office of the society In thl* 
country. It covers the year I90f> and 
show* receipts for that year to have 
been $1,280,539, which figure Is about 
$50,000 lower than that of the pre¬ 
ceding year. 

Notwithstanding the troubles with 
which the church In Franc© has had 
to contend. French Catholic*, as in 
former year*, are by far the largest 
contributor* to the Society for the 
Propagation of the Faith, such con¬ 
tribution* for 1905 reaching the total 
of $658,999. The next larg«~q sum is 
that given by the Catholics of this 
country, the amount credited to them 
being $157,057 Other countries from 
which large sums i\ere received are: 
Germany. $69,857; Switzerland.. $18.9JO; 
Austria. $11,336; Belgium. $74,534; Hol¬ 
land $21,379; Ireland, $16,549; England. 
$7,161; Spain $35,321; Italy, $53,707; Mex¬ 
ico. $20,386. Argentine Republic, $34,688. 

Th© society was organized In France 
eighty-four year* ago. Its object being 
to aid and support Catholic mission¬ 
aries in heathen and non-CalholIc coun¬ 
tries. Aid is now given to over 38) 
dioceses and mission* throughout the 
world. The total amount distribute.! 
by it since It* organization I* over 
$70,000,000. of which amount over $6.i'00,. 
00o has been contributed to aid Cath¬ 
olic mission© In the United States.

Gain Was Very Small. 

The statistic* of the Congregational 
Church, covering the year 11*05, are 
about to be issued by th© secretary of 
the National Council, the Rev. Asher 
Auderson. They will ©how that In the 
year named Congregallonallst* grew 
only 1*6 per cent., a rate somewhat 
lower than the usual. Th© denomina¬ 
tion has now- 684.322 member*, a net 
gain of 10,601 over th© previous year. 
Congregational word* nr© k**pt by 
States, ami the new figures show that 
in forty State* there was u gain in 
members, n small loss in the others 
pulling down the percentage. Then* 
ar© 5.931 churches; 123 wore added to 
tho list during the >ear, nnd 110 were 
dropped from It, so tluv: there t* a net 
gain of but twelve. Thl* show* no in¬ 
crease whatever in this country, as 
nine new* church©* n.ra reported from 
Hawaii, two from Porto Klco and one 
from Alaska. 

Sunday-school figure* fell off dur¬ 
ing the year a total of 2.814. a gain of 
13^355 member© In twenty-two States 
living more than offset by a loss of 16.- 
419 in Other*. The present total mem¬ 
bership is 668.736, 

Congregationallsts gave $3.44 each 
for benevolent objects, the total for the 
year being $2,858,024, a gain of $2147.120 
on the figure* of th© previous year. 
For the support of the home churches 
$3,490,212 wa* raised.

Rockefeller’s Latest Gift. 

Following the example set by Miss 
Helen Gould in the gift of the Naval 
Y. M. C. A. building In Brooklyn. Mr. 
John D. Rockefeller ho© told the Inter¬ 
national Committee of the Y. M. C. A. 
to go ahead and erect a similar build¬ 
ing near th© navy yard at Norfolk and 
send the bill to him. There is an agree¬ 
ment that thl* bill ©hall not be much 
more than $ 250 , 000 . but It is believed 
that because of the eheajmes* of prop¬ 
erty In Norfolk, the new building will 
equal (he Brooklyn, which cost $4»0,- 
000. A* was the case In Brooklyn bf- 
fore the erection of the Gould building, 
the Y. M. t\ A. quarter* at the Norfolk 
navy yard are now sadly Inadequate. 
Two dwelling house* are used, and at 
them 125.000 sailors registered last 
year. It 1* hoped to htiv* the new 
building completed by the fall of next 
year.

Upholds Bond Commissioner Law. 

Judge O'Doherty yesterday concurred 
In the ruling of Judge Gordon In grant¬ 
ing a temporary restraining order 
against Magistrate Frank J Hoffman 
to prevent him from punishing Frank 
Haffntr, station-keeper of the Shelby- 
atreet police station because of his re¬ 
fusal to recognize a bond issued by the 
Magistrate. 

On May 27 Frank a saloonkeep¬ 

er. w’as arrested on the charge of vio¬ 
lating the Sunday closing law. Hoff¬ 
man attempted to Issue a bond for his 
release contending that he had the au¬ 
thority to do so. However suit was 
brought for Haffner by the City Attor¬ 
ney* to test the question. Judge 
O'Doherty held that the Bond Commis¬ 
sioner only had the authority to issue 
the surety un der the circu mstances. 

Appeal From Fiscal Court. 

Judge O*Doherty yesterday heard ar¬ 
gument on the application of County 
Attorney R. W Bingham to prevent the 
Fiscal Court from paying Robert H 
Young. County Surveyor, a salary as 
County Engineer. It Is alleged by Mr. 
Bingham that the court has no right 
to provide this salary now that a road 
supervisor has bean elected and Is re- 
ctlvlng $ 2 .ooo a year for his work. 
Heretofore the supervision of road 
work was by the County Surveyor and 
he was paid foes. 

The question Involves a construction 
of the road statute. Judge James P. 
Gregory appeared for Mr. Young, while 
David W. Baird represented the Fiscal 
Court. _ 

Ow n Carelessness To Blame. 

The petition of Pat Murphy, w-ho hAd 
l(gt hlfl fbOt yy tilI. trying t*> climb over 
u Big Four freight train, was thrown 
out on demurrer by Judge Held at Joint 
session yesterday. He had sued the 
mud for $1,999 He stated In his peti¬ 
tion that he wished to get by the rail¬ 
road crossing at Jackson and Wash¬ 
ington streets, which wa«« blocked by a 
freight train of the defendant. Being Iti 
a hurry he started to climb over 
When on the side of the car the train 


A temporary injunction was grunted 
yesterday by Judge Kirby against the 
Falls City BWt Line Company and Its 
successor, the Pennsylvania Terminal 
Company, preventing the defendants 
from laying trucks on the right of way 
secured by them or streets over which 
they are allowed to operate until they 
have properly compensated the prop¬ 
erty-owners adjacent to their lines for 
damage which the construction might 
do to them. 

In delivering this decision, however, 
Judge Kirby upheld the ordinance un¬ 
der whtch the city created the fran¬ 
chise of the defendants, declaring that 
It was In thorough accord with the 
t*uto Constitution. 

In 1903 the General Council passed 
an ordinance allowing the construction 
of terminal tracks in the section of the 
city lying between Eighteenth and 
Thirtieth and Maple and Howard 
streets. It gave the purchaser of the 
franchise the right to lay tracks over 
a private right of way running east 
and west In this strip, and also ulloacd 
the privilege of laying tracks <m all 
the streets and alleys Intersecting the 
strip. At tw'o points tt allowed tho 
construction of tracks to factories lying 
outside the* strip, though near It. The 
Falls City Belt Line Company bought 
the franchise and later turned lt.ov«r 
to the Pennsylvania Terminal Com¬ 
pany. an adjunct of the Pennsylvania 
Railroad Company. 

James C. Nall and thirty other prop¬ 
erty-owners. who allege that the tracks 
would seriously affect them, then sued 
‘ to prevent the construction. They con¬ 
tended that the ordinance was uncon¬ 
stitutional. upon the ground that the 
purchaser or holder was not a ra41road 
within the constitutional meaning of 
that term It olso argued that the road 
had no right to operate until it had 
paid any damnges It might do to prop¬ 
erty-owners by construction of the 
tracks. 

Judge Kirby held that the defendant 
was undoubtedly a railroad company 
within the meaning of the Constitution, 
and that it possessed the right to make 
agreements with the city !u regard to 
the streets its tracks should occupy. 
Furthermore, he denl»»d the contention 
that th^ ordinance was so oppressive as 
to he void. He said that this might br¬ 
ibe ease where the section of the city 
covered by the franchise was thickly 
populated. It is, however, compara- 
i lively sparsely peopled. 

I Alfred 8. Brarulels. In his brief for 
the plaintiffs, denounced the sale of the 
1 franchise ns a "holdup'* and an oppres- 
I slon of the people of the locality. He 
said thnt the Falls City Belt Line Com. 
1 pany was merely a phantom corpora¬ 
tion. put forward fdr the purp (> ®^ °f 
getting possession of the franchise for 
tiie Pennsylvania Railroad Company. 

It Is said that the present owner of 
the franchise has already settled the 
damage claims of the property-owners 
adjacent to the line.

Tuberculosis and Its Control. 

The officio! health reports of Louis- 
irille have for some time shown that 
tuberculosis Is the cause of more 
deaths than any other disease, the 
mortality from It being about 10 per 
cent, of tha total. This condition seems 
glso to prevail tn most cities. 

In reoent year* the me'dlea! profes¬ 
sion has given very close attention to 
this disease, and cia the result there 
has been a great change In the theory 
regarding It and the methods of treat¬ 
ment. It was once the common belief 
that It w’s* both hereditary and !ncura> 
ble, but this view has been very greatly 
modified. 

Dr. S. Knopf, of New York, a prom¬ 
inent specialist In the disease, says 
that wheu the father or mother la 
tuberculous the child may Inherit a 
predisposition, which he describes as 
a physiologic poverty, giving tho child 
less resisting power to the Invasion 
of tuberculous disease, but he does not 
regard It a strictly Inherited malady. 
8uch child may be more susceptible to 
infection from kisses on Its mouth 
by a tuberculous person or through 
milk from a tuberculous cow; but not 
by direct transmission from Its parents. 

Starting from this as a premise. Dr. 
Knopf in a recent lecture delivered be¬ 
fore the Laennec Society for the Study 
of Tuberculosis, of Johns Hopkins Hos¬ 
pital, Baltimore, which appears lu 
the June number of tho Journal of the 
American Medical Association, treats 
of the disease as both preventable and 
curable. lit the case of parents, one 
or both of whom are tuberculous. It 
does not follow that the Children will be 
■o If properly nourished and cared for, 
but where there are many children. 
While tho first three or four may be 
exempt. It Is the fifth, sixth or later 
©nes who will bo more liable to con¬ 
tract the disease. This he explains by 
physiologic reasons, me parents being 
In advanced life and less vigorous, or 
by economic reasons, because the later- 
bom children cannot, from lncrcaaed 
•xpense. receive that particular care 
and lhai good and ample nourtxhmcnt 
Which was the privilege of the first 
ones to receive when the family was 
■till small. He lays much of the pre¬ 
disposition among children to this dis¬ 
ease to the use of the bottle and the 
milk of cows Instead of the natural 
nourishment of a healthy mother. 

Having developed his theory at 
length. Dr. Knopf gives In de. 
tall his views as to the prac¬ 
tical meant by which the dread 
disease may be minimized. It Is, in 
brief, by education, “education of the 
prospective mother, education In ail 
that appertains to the prevention of 
tuberculosis and other infectious and 
preventable dlseasri. In schools, high 
schools, college*, etc. Against the con¬ 
traction of tuberculosis from infected 
milk our sanitary authorities should 
protect ue. Regular tuberculin tests 
of all milch cows, inspection of stables, 
milk transportation and milk depot*, 
should be practiced in all well-regulat- 
•d communities. But we. ourselves, 
can protect our babies from Infected 
milk by boiling or sterilising tho inlik 
when we are not certain of Us ubso- 
luie purity 

The lecturer th*r. gave tho details of 
the precautions to be observed with 
the child from Us earliest infancy to 
Insure It nourishing food and guurd it

There may be good reason for tills in 
some cases, but not in aJI. Every case 
must be determined by circumstances 
that apply to It. Generalizations made 
without a knowledge of the facts are 
always dangerous, and frequently un¬ 
just. But there are disciimatlons 
among persona (including artificial 
persons, or corporations), as w’dl 
aa among places. When a dis¬ 
crimination Is made in favor 
of certain persons then comfretl- 
tors are placed at a serious disad¬ 
vantage If not actually driven out of 
business. But, the railroads instated 
that the powerful shippers demanded 
discrimination, and that if preferences 
were not shown them their business 
colild not bo had. Tho customers of 
the railroads, therefore, w hen they-felt 
they were powerful enough to disre¬ 
gard the law, took no account of ths 
fain that they were prohibited from ac¬ 
cepting rebates. They finally placed 
themselves above a law. the enforce¬ 
ment of which they found Inconvenient. 
None the less, they were prepared not 
only to accept but to demand the pro¬ 
tection of the law In all cases when 
It was in their Interest. Millions ware 
spent to maintain their property rights, 
and In many cases laws were made 
for the express purpose of enabling 
them to prey upon the other members 
of the community. Discriminations in 
freight rates may he made by direct 
concessions, or by charging the regu¬ 
lar rate In the first instance and then 
making a rebate, which is practically 
the same thing, the two cases differing 
only In the mode of making discrim¬ 
inations. 

The cases are complicated by ques¬ 
tions relating to export sales. Confer¬ 
ence secured a rate of twenty-three 
cents a hundred pound* from ths Mis¬ 
sissippi to New' York on articles of ex¬ 
port. where the published rates was 
thirty-five cents. ‘This Is not a rebate, 
but Is treated as un unlawful conces¬ 
sion. Tha fact that the goods were for 
export Is admitted, and It raises the 
question whether this makes any dif¬ 
ference. But Judge McPherson admit¬ 
ted that It Is a serious question whether 
the statuto coxers export shipment*. 
He argued that the Constitution covers 
exports lu the same clause that It cow 
ers commerce between the States, and 
the statutes do the same, to he refused 
to make any distinction, lie said tha; 
there is no way of settling the question 
but by a decision of the highest court 
In the land.

The other 
statement made by Mr. Henrs; was 
that ha would gladly support Mr. Bryan 
or any other man for the Presidency 
who represented the same principle for 
which he himself %vas contending. 

The Independence League will not 
m©et until August. It hnd originally 
been planned to hold a convention on 
the fourth of July, and then name 
H«int for Governor. The postpone¬ 
ment may be du* to the Inroads the 
Hearst people are making info the reg¬ 
ular Democratic organizations through¬ 
out the State. and the belief that fur¬ 
ther efforts may be better made with¬ 
out the New York editor Appearing a© 
a third candidate In the field to whom 
then the term of bolter could be ap¬ 
plied.

Dr. Thomas Hunter, the president of 
the Normal College, retired the other 
day. at the age of seventy-five years. 
For Afty-five years he had been con¬ 
nected with the public school service of 
the city, and had held his post as head 
of tho Normal for thirty-seven years. 
Dr. Hunter came to this country from 
County Down. Ireland, In l$50; became 
a teacher the next year In the public I 
schools at thirty-five, and six years 
after rose to be principal. For twelve 
years he held that post, only relln-■ 
Mulshing it to be head of the Normal 
College. In 1S86 he was Instrumental 
In founding the New York Evening 
High School, the first of Its kind In 
the United States. As the head of 
Normal College Dr. Hunter has been 
a potter In the educational circles of 
our city.

MIDDLESBORO IS PROSPEROUS 


The Court of Appeals has handed 
down a decision which will affect much 
litigation at present between property 
owners and the elevated roads. In sub¬ 
stance. It is that all suits for dnmug«*s 
to property because of the Operation of 
i the rood had to be begun within twen- ( 
ty years after Its construction, or be i 
barred by the statute of limitation. The ! 
nature of these claims against the com- 1 
pany Is for loss of light and air and a 
, decrease in the rental value of the* 
premises. These suits have been going 1 
on ever since what !o now known as 
the 8torv case. This was the first one 
brought and the company fought It all 
the way up to the Court of Appeals 
Joseph H. Choate, James C\ Carter and 
other distinguished counsel appeared In 
the caae. Tho claim of tho company** 
was that as it had bthn granted n 
franchise to build the strut lure by the 
proper authorities, and merely acted In 
I accordance with It. it was not liable to 
' property owners along the route. But 
the Court of Appeals held that even i 
the granting of a franchise to a cor- 1 
pt.ru tion d.»o* not absolve It from lia¬ 
bility Iii damages fo those Injured 
; thereby. More than 7.500 suits against 
the company, agregatln* $6,000,000 to 
fx.ooaciy., are affected bv the recent 
decision.

Unfortunate Remarks. 

Robert B. Roosevelt, the President's 
uncle, who died recently, was a life 
long Democrat and active in the affairs 
of his party. Unfortunately a book 
written by h#m In 1870 called "Five 
Acres Too Much.*' In which he made 
severe strictures upon the German* nn i 
the Irish, kept him from rv elvlng 
higher honors at ihe hands of his party 
In after years. He was b^rn in i«29 at 
31 Cortland street, which l* now a 
great thoroughfare foi New Jersey 
commuters. His first public service was 
a* a member of the Executive Commit¬ 
tee of the famous Committee of Sev¬ 
enty.. which was organixed to fight 
Bos'* Tweed. H** was active for a time 
tn the affairs of Tammany Hall, but 
left It with Abraham 8. Hewitt. Wil¬ 
liam R. Grace and others and helpej 
them found the County Democracy. 
During the first term of President 
Cleveland, he whs Minister to Nether- 
land. In l$72 he was elected to Con¬ 
fer'**. nerving *m the Commute* of the 
District of Columbia and afterward© 
became trusteen of the RIoaklyn bridge 
During tho presidential campaign of 


Middlesboro. Ky., June 23.—[Spe¬ 
cial.]—The development of the local 
coal fields was given an Impetus by 
the agreement between the American 
Association. Incorporated, and the In¬ 
ti Is Land Company, which wa* nuide 
during the summer. These t\%*o corpo¬ 
rations were In litigation for seven! 
years over large areas of the most val¬ 
uable coal lands of this district, and 
the contest showed no slgm of being 
settled In the courts for some time. 8a, 
after much careful consideration, the 
men who have the management of the 
respective corporations got together to 
effect an agreement, and Lhl* agree¬ 
ment was finally made. The real mean¬ 
ing of this agreement, and the benefits 
derived therefrom, have never be« n 
fully appreciated by the community, 
except those members of it Intimately 
connected with the coal industry. 

A large arra of good coal w .i* made 
available to the American Association 
that had hitherto been In Iltig,i:ton. 
und the Innls l^cnd Company carm* 
Into undisputed possession of 1.500 
acres of cbal land lying between the 
Bennett’s Fork and th.* Stony Fork 
branches qf the Louisville and Nash¬ 
ville railroad, and exten ling from one 
to the other of the*** roads. All of this 
land lies within a distance of five miles 
from Middlesboro. 

The property thus made available. 


and containing so much coal, was, of 
course, eagerly sought by coal operat¬ 
ors, and thauowned by the Innls Land 
Company woo quickly leased And rap¬ 
idly developed. Three companies have 
divided this large area among them as 
follows: The Shamrock Coal Company, 
the Edge wood Coal Company and the 
Columbia Coal Company. The Slmtn- 
rouk Coal Company secured the lease 
farthest up Stony Fork, containing 
over 400 acres of coal land. The com¬ 
pany Is composed of Judge J. L. Man¬ 
ring. J. Howard Ralspm and William 
Costello, whose names are well known 
among the coal men of this district. 
This company Is now almost ready to 
ship coni, having graded side tracks 
and Incline, driven entries and erected 
tipple, and done the thousand and one 
things necessary to the opening of a 
cool mine, mul ail within the incred¬ 
ibly short time of four months. 

This operation requires an Incline of 
sixteen hundred feet to reach the vein 
of coal thnt will be operated first, tho 
famous Jackn»ck seam, which'Is being 
worked with so much success on the 
south side of Bennettto Fork by the 
Yellow Creek Coal Company. Beside* 
this vein there are several workable 
veins In this lease, among them the 
well-known Poplar Lick vein. 

Next to the lease of the Shamrock 
Coal Company, lies that of the Kdge- 
wood Ooul Company, of tvhleh W. C. 
8!eet, the cashier of the National Bank 
of Middlesboro. Is the moving spirit. 
Thin lease contains 600 acres of coal 
lands, and there are many good veins 
therein, among them the Jackrock 
s“um. worked by the Yellow Creek and 
the Shamrock C«*tl Companies, and the 
Poplar Lick vein, which I** being 
worked by the Sagamore Coal Com¬ 
pany on Stony Fork. Below these, the 
Mingo seam, the Winona and the Tur¬ 
ner seams are found, nil of which are 
being successfully worked by com¬ 
panies In the Mingo Hollow.

Just across Pogue's branch from the 
Ingles mine Is the plant of the Mat¬ 
thews Jelltco Coal Company, which Is 
a monument to the push, enterprise and 
bulldog tenacity of th** proprietor. 
John G. Matthews, president of the 
First National Bank of Burbourvllle. 
Mr. Matthews has overcome almost In¬ 
surmountable physical obstacles to car¬ 
ry his plans to execution. The condi¬ 
tions existing in to railroad facilities 
and construction would have deterred 
a less determined man. but he has de¬ 
voted his time and motley and given 
hla personal supervision to the project 
and brought order out of chaos and 
established s complete and modem 
plant where It seemed almost Impos¬ 
sible to do so, and the quality of the 
coal and the general excellence of the 
plant speak well for the judgment of 
Mr. Matthews, even though nn outlay 
of about $35.0ti0 was required to begin 
shipping coal. 

Besides the mines mentioned above 
James Rupert and R. Hoyland, both 
Middlesboro men. have formed a com¬ 
pany which Is working the famous 
Blue Gem vein, about half a mile from 
Ely's. 

This coal is less In thickness than 
the JolUco vein, but is unsurpassed by 
any bituminous coal in the world. 

With these developments in full 
blast the little community of Ely’s 
gives good promise to lake front rank 
with the prosperous mining settlements 
of the section at an early date. Let the 
good work go on.

Not only Is the acreage 
larger than usual, but the condition Is 
reported almost perfect. Cotton prom¬ 
ise© nn average yield, while the acre¬ 
age Is considerably larger. More land 
has been devoted to the staple In Mid¬ 
dle Tenncste* than for yearn. Wheat 
harvest is practically over and tho 
quality of the grain Is the best tbs 
furmer* here have ever known. An 
average of about fifteen bushels In tho 
acre lx reported from the entire Btate. 
Grape, peach and berry crops are re¬ 
ported unusually fine. Thor© \g but lit¬ 
tle complaint of a scarcity of labor, but

Stephen Collins Foster, of Italian and 
Irish ancestry, our greatest American 
ballad and song writer, was bom in 
Pittsburg. Pa . <»n the 4th uf .Tulv. 1826. 
and accidentally died In New York 
City on the 13th pf January. 1864 . 

He was a handsome man. well-pro¬ 
portioned. standing five feet seven 
Inches, dark hair and luminous black 
eyee. high, fill* forehead, melancholy 
countenance. .v*qt^llne n.»*e. lip* with 
the bow- of beauty, small hands and 
f*et. and all his movements were of a 
nervous, erratic nature. 

A beholder might not think that he 
wa* ‘fixing” him up. but he had a 
great capacity for diagnosing ertry ob¬ 
ject he met. and philosophising on 
passing event* All curious things 
nade a sudden and deep Impression on 
J* mind. 

When he played the banjo, guitar

Preparing For His Lecture Debut. 

After spending a few days between 
thw college, the hotel «nd social re¬ 
sorts about town, making "touch-and- 
go" acquaintances. I imagined that my 
mission in life was the lecture fleid. or. 
at least, the theatrical stuge. where at 
a minstrel song and dance man and 
Shakesperean (metical “prodigy" 1 
would fire the town, so to speak, with 
my towering Intellectual great ness. 

I went to a printer and had struck 
off a thousand smnll bills for a "Musi 
cal Entertainment," and posted up 
large bills throughout the’clty—having 
secured for one night the Lafayette 
Theater. 

A few nights before my performance 
i met the musical genius. Foster. In the 
tavern where I was staying, and he 
seemed particularly - friendly, perhaps 
for the reason that I was announced to 
sing a number of hia "darky songs, 
and on account of my youth He intro¬ 
duced me to some of his “boon com¬ 
panions." who indulged in social cheer 
until after the noon of night. And 
while Foster did not Indulge very much 
himself in Bacchanalian eccentricities, 
we youngsters made up for his con¬ 
servative . onduct. 

He played on the banjo and piano 
and sang for us many of his noted 
melodies, and occasionally he played 
the flute with a sweetness l never 
heard before or since. Foster's simple 
words and numerous ballads were set 
ti> scientific music by himself, tlv* 
tunes springing spontaneously from his 
sensitive soul—a rare gift not possessed 
by the great lyric and ballad writer. 
Bobbv Burn*. 

He had a swset. low barytone voice, 
and when playing the piano swayed 
backward and forward with hit 
rhythmic numbers like the sighing 
•urge* of a summer sen. He must have 
been a very fascinating man to hi* in¬ 
side family circle, but. 1 apprehend, a 
\+ry impulsive, self-willed creature, 
who could not. tolerate opposition or 
delay, and wa* oxer Impatient for im¬ 
mediate results ouch brilliant men 
are always the prey for petty. sordid 
mediocrity, who have rto conception of 
the volcAolc fire* that smolder and 
burn within the brain of genius, and 
vainly attempt to measure it by their 
groundling standard. 

Foster was married In 1850 to Miss 
McDowell, who sprang from an Intel¬ 
lectual family, and he left behind one 
daughter Marlon, who married Walter 
Welsh; and 1 believe he ha* a brother, 
Morrison. In the town of Shields. Pa 

Foster tva* about thirty-three years 
of age when I met him, but with the 
settled melancholy look that occasion¬ 
ally swept over hia charming face, like 
a passing cloud over a flell of wild 
flower*, he seemed oldef.

The Eventful Night. 

The night for my musical entertain¬ 
ment finally arrived, with Duff's Col¬ 
lege boys and the tavern "rounders" 
occupying aome of the beat seats In th* 
theater, and the gallery god* were In 
loud evidence. 

Foater and a few of his intimate 
chums occupied the front bench, and 
were, from the start, lavish in their 
applause, leading off with hands and 
feet when I made a hit with one of hi* 
ow n songs. or danced a ahutfle or a jig 
to the music of the small string band 
that volunteered for my benefit. 

The more J danced, sang and spout¬ 
ed the wilder grew that Impromptu au¬ 
dience. and after an hour and a half, 
from sheer exhaustion, I bowed myself 
out through the wings, rang down the 
curtain and left the house for thc tav¬ 
ern. not even stopping to share the few 
dollars that the* ticket-seller had In hi* 
box. (He may be now* the owner of a 
glass factory or rolling mill). 

My peculiar ecentricltles mu*: have 
entertained and Krangeiy Impressed 
the audience, for. as a matter of fsT't. 
my hrnhi became suddenly unbalanced 
and King Lear in all hia wild raving* 
of lunacy was never more dcra** el 
than myself. * That Pittsburg audience j 
a*’ the Iwifnyette Theater to this day 
may not know that they one** paid their 
money to hear a living lunatic on the 
mimic stage of life. I wonder If any 
of the old dtlxens are now living who 
heard me forty-six years ago; they 
have no doubt heard and seen alnce. a 
thousand times, actors who were not 
half a* sincere as that so-called poeti¬ 
cal and theatrical “prodigy." 

I never saw Foster or his "boon com¬ 
panions" after that night, hut * »me of 
the college boys who backed me up ln| 
the entertainment may yet Ue living 
and recall through the lengthening 
beams of the sun**’ of life thid poeti¬ 
cal waif and the brilliant and ijbnevo- 
lent countenance of Stephen Collins 
Foster JOHN A JOYCE.

It 1 b the conten¬ 
tion of the Louisville Lighting Com¬ 
pany. which now supplies the lights 
for the city, and also a great majority 
of private consumers, that the Board 
of Public Work** and the members of 
the Board of Aldermen, who were pres¬ 
ent at the conference, agreed to give 
the Lighting Company the contract for 
lighting without further competition 
in consideration of the reduction of 
f 10 per arc light, and also a reduction 
of four cents or more per 1(X) watts 
f.»r private consumers. Some of the 
Vtidernien. however, contend that the 
only promise made to tho Louisville 
Lighting Company was that It should 
Jiave the contract for public lighting 
•only so long as there was no compe¬ 
tition, and that If a new company came 
Into the Held the contract would be 
awarded to the lowest bidder. 

It is probable that considerable argu¬ 
ment touching on the subject will be 
made when the ordinance Is reported 
ii t the meeting of the Board of Alder- 
tnen Tuesday night.

WANTED IN MEDICAL COLLEGES 
BY UNDERTAKERS. 


Matter Will Be Discussed At State j 
Convention of Funeral 
Directors. 




Th© question of having a chair of em¬ 
balming In tho medical schools of the 
State will bo brought up at tho annual 
convention of tho Funeral Directors of 
tho State of Kfenthcky which will be held 
at Lexington next week. Tho national 
body at Its meeting in New York last 
winter urged the action upon the State 
conventions, and has already established 
a chair In New York. John G. 8chtldt, 
of the fuucrnl establishment of C. Schlldt 
& Bons, at 338 East Market street, who Is 
secretary and treasurer of the associa¬ 
tion of Kentucky, will bring the matter 
before the convention and will earnestly 
work for It* pusertge. 

"The mat tor of embalming has Boon 
advanced until now It has reached the 
point where It Is a science," sold Mr. 
Schlldt. ’’The undertaker aids the Board 
of Health In preventing infection and the 
spread of tRscusc. and In some States, 
notably Illinois, the undertaker has charge 
of fumigation and disinfection. For these 
reasons I think that more attention 
should be paid to this hitherto neglected 
branch of medicine. We are also trying 
to establish a school for embalming In 
this State. At present the nearest one is 
In Cincinnati und there is great need for 
one here, as there are nearly a thousand 
embtdmers in the State."

| the committee may deem necessary to 
; force all retailers of liquor to obey the 
I laws. Thl* means that the liquor trade 
1 understands that the policy of a strict cn- 
| forcement of the laws must he met by a 
thorough compliance with all the regula¬ 
tions laid down by those Iptrusted with 
the execution of the law’s. 

The experience of the past two or three 
Sundays lm* demonstrated that the back¬ 
door evil ha* come with the dosing ex¬

tiuii In thh* democratic country the ma¬ 
jority Is the sovereign authority, and that 
It must make Its appeal for Justice nnd 
fit ir treatment lo the public tluit It seeks 
to *erv«*. nnd the trade believes that the 
public dor* not wish It to meddle with 
nns other bustn**-* but It* own but rath¬ 
er. that it correct such abuse* a* exl«t in 
Its own rank-, und when thl* 1* don* the 
liberal*inlmled public will regard It with 
such toleration of favor a* It deserves.

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At 65 Alfred Beit Is the richest liv¬ 
ing bachelor, and he comes perilously 
nstu being the richest man alive. 
Whether married or unmarried. His 
forturve« are so vast that they can bo 
compared with those of no oth^r man 
save John 1>. Rockefeller, and more 
than ons comparative computation has 
has been made which makes the 
Diamond King a wealthier man than 
the Oil Trust Emperor. 

There is no possible way, however, of 
deciding which Is in the lead; the most 
liberal estimate of Beit's wealth mukva 
him a iwo-hundred millionaire, reckon¬ 
ing in pounds sterling, and a billionaire, 
reckoning In dollars. He is rich enough 
at ail events, and though he (lid not be¬ 
gin ia abject poverty, he Jias practically 
made all his money for himself. 

Alfred Belt Is short and fat and pale, 
with .pudgy hands. He Is getting bald, 
and he shaves hts face clean with the 
exception of a diminutive mustache.

"Wernhcr # Belt's present partner—?h* 
nain** Is pronounced V«rtwr~|« a G *r- 
mitli, as Mg n» Belt is little, and p r 
penally his opposite In many ways. Hut 
they supplement each other admirably, 
and while Wernher never C‘*u-d have 
done who: he has without Belt, iho lat¬ 
ter would have been like a fa.-t but rud¬ 
derless torpedo boat without Wemh* r 
WVmh r is the man of Judgment and 
deliberation; Bolt I* »hr gvnlti*. one* 
Belt bought most recklessly of certain 
lines of stock, foreseen* an Imimm* 
and immediate advance Thu *t ck* 
fell, however, and Belt thought two 
flim had lost a great deal of tnonsy 
He hastened to the office of the firm 
and with much penitence told his big 
partner.

Smith said noth¬ 
ing about It. but the publication of tho 
payment of 84.600.000 Inheritance tax t> 
the British Government was confirma¬ 
tion, and then high society In New 
York aw’okc and gave him special rec¬ 
ognition. Since then he Is understoo i 
to have been considered extremely eli¬

Baron Richthofen 
died from a paralytic stroke at a com¬ 
paratively early uge at the beginning 
of this year, and Prussian has lost her 
most efficient administrator by th? 
premature death of Gen. Budde. Min¬ 
ister of Railways. 

The statement that the Kaiser Is re 
sponsible for the collapse of his lead¬ 
ing political advisers neither contain* 
nor Infers a reproach on hts Imperial 
majesty. The fact that the Katrer Is 
a man of su« h Inexhaustible energy 
and untiring industry that he Is slirply 
incapable of understanding the Inabil¬ 
ity of men of weaker constitutions tc 
perform an equal amount of physical 
and mental labor day after day as he 
himself gets through The activity of 
the German Emperor Is extroordlnary 
and must be understood In order to 
realise how difficult It Is for his Min¬ 
isters to keep pace with him. Th- 
Kalser Is tho biggest hustler of th? 
century, and no smart American can 
show anything like a similar record 
The organise!s of the gigantic Amer¬ 
ican lrusts whose activity Is stren¬ 
uous enough, are luxurious Idlers in 
comparison with the mercuilal mon¬ 
arch who controls the complex affairs 
of the mighty German empire, with Its 
60.000.000 of inhabitants. 

The Knl-*er rises at 5 o'clock In th* 
morning and goes to bed at l o'clock ai 
night, his regular hours of sleep during 
the night being thus reduced to four 
During his 1 »ng day of twenty houtf 
there natrally occur Intervals of leis¬ 
ure. The Intervals the Kolser util¬ 
ises ln order to obtain snatches oi 
sleep wherewith to recuperate his en¬ 
ergy and to enable him to maintain 
his strenuous life of unbroken activity 
He possesses the happy facility of be¬ 
ing able to fall asleep anywhere and 
at any time. If he throws himself in 
full uniform on a sofa he can be sound 
asleep within sixty seconds, and this 
quite unusual ability to exploit even 
the shortest Intervals of Inactivity fo t 
the bencflel&j purpose of obiaimn? rest 
has contributed more than anything 
else to th** Kaiser’s success as champion 
hustler of the world. Without these 
Interval* of repose snatched from his 
multitudinous pursuits It would he Im¬ 
possible for him to keep hustling day 
sfter day and year after year. As It 
Is. his admirers fear that hl 3 hyper- 
strenuous activity will one day ne^n- 
aarlly result In a sudden collars-, such 
as has overthrown his Chancellor nnd 
Ather prornlnont political idvia'rs. 
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The Kaiser, It must be remembered, 
bolds the reigns of government ln a 
tight hand. He retaJns control of the 
detail* of administration in all Its 
br.inches. As Emperor, he controls the 
Federal affairs of Germany, directing 
ber foreign relations and holding the 
supreme command of the army and 
navy. As King of Prussia, he Is Abso¬ 
lute monarch of the predominant Fcd- 
•* r '*l Flat? within the empire, nnd In 
Uiiacac.vltv hr runs Pn:-si j. to »»■» • 




colloquialism. No houses, for Instance, 
may be built In the Unter den Unden 
ln Berlin until the Kalaer has ap¬ 
proved the plans, it Is thus clear that 
th-' Cabinet Ministers and high Stato 
officials whose duty It Is to keep the 
Kaiser Informed regarding all the de¬ 
tails of civil, military and naval ad¬ 
ministration In Germany nnd Prussia 
have a tremendous task. His Cahlnat

The reports submitted to the Emperor, 
It should be added, are invariably ver¬ 
bal. The Cabinet Minister qr high state 
official must prepare In point of fact 
an elaborate lecture for delivery to 
an audience consisting of this Imperial 
hustler. The lecture murt be perfect In 
form and logic ind ln language, l'ba

Emperor Is a severe critic and shows 
no mercy to those w*ho cannot explain 
matters to him In straightforward, cor¬ 
rect language and In a manner which 
Enables him to grasp all the essential 
details of the subject. When the Kals*r 
fails to understand any particular 
point, he interposes ters* questions In 
his rapid, nervous inaniver. and the re- 
p .*tlng Minister must b* able to reply 
to them with dexterous celerity. 

The Kaiser receives a vast number

of such verba! report* every day and 
arranges to listen to them In ail sorts 
of «>dd places. One report will be deliv¬ 
ered to him while he Is dressing, a sec¬ 
ond while he bi^.ikfastinq \f »r 
Lre*kfn«t he (’ashes ty moto- ctr to tlie 
firuni'wuM Foroft, on the outskirts of 
iu riln, where he takes his morning 
walk. During the r»d« thither In the 
autorrs»btlo ho will listen to a third re¬ 
port and a fourth will be submitted to 
him while he Is promenading In the 


forest. A fifth will be heard during tha 

ride back to the palace and a sixth 
while he Is changing his uniform. 9o 
the process go** on hour after hour un¬ 
til the Ministers and officers and civil 
officials are weary to th® point of col- 
jipse. When the Kaiser travels by train 
ae frequently listens to reports all 
through the nJght. The unfortunate 
Ministers who have been working hard 
all day must remain vigilant and alert 
throughout the night hours in order to 
supply their Imperial master with the 
ropknis Information fv*r w*hlch he Is lit- 

rally thirsting. 

When the Kaiser Is In residence at 
his hunting lodge, Kadlnen. in the ex¬ 
treme northvast of Germany, or at his 
charming country seat at Wilhelms- 
hohe. In South Germany, the Cabinet 
Ministers and chiefs of department 
must make long and frequent railway 
Journeys In ord( r to submit their V6r- 
Da! reports to the monarch. When th® 
KnU*r 1* touring in foreign countrlea 
*i|» advisers must'make rapid dashes 
•cr«*ss Europe In order to keep ^hlm 
posted on lh»* affairs of State. When 
the Kaiser Is cruising In the Mediter¬ 
ranean. for instance, the Ministers 
rush from Berlin to Naples or som® 
nth* r port. g<» on board the imperial 
w Hohcnsollem. submit their ver¬ 
bal r- port nnd rush back to the Ger¬ 
man capital again without a moments 
rtposc It Is. In short, impossible ade¬ 
quately to describe the fearful strain 
to which German statesmen are sub- 
mitt* d. owing to the strenuous habit® 
of their monarch The Kaiser has been 
known to rr<1 r a Cabinet Minister to 
go fux hunting with him and to sub¬ 
mit a report to him while riding hard 
behind the hounds. As the Minister in 
question was a portly bureaucrat with 
little knowledge of horsemanship, and 
none whatever of fox hunting, hla 
tgonle* were pltlabl®. 

The case of the unfortunate Prince 
BuebiW is * good example of German 
Ministers* sufferings. When the Kaiser 
is ln residence ln Berlin he I* in tb® 
habit of calling at Prince Huelow's of¬ 
ficial residence In the Wilhelm strasse 
immediately sft*?r lerrAinntlng his 
norning walk In the Grunewsld forest. 
At this early hour Prince Buelow must 
be fully prepared to lay before hls Im¬ 
perial sovereign a comprehensive ro- 
l*ort on all current foreign and horn® 
affairs. The nece ally of having this 
report ready In time for the Emp®r«r 
compels him to Interrupt hls nigaCa 
if st at Imp^dble hours in order to go 
through the latest diep^tches and ac- 
riulr** the luff*-ms tlon which he must 
impart to the Kaiser. 

Ar^rt from dancing attendance on 
Kaiser, the Cabinet Minister® and 
lirh ffioers of *ttte are obliged to 
maintain little courts of thMr own at 
wh’ch lesser stars sppesr Night after 
tight they must give or attend dinner* 
.ipd r options. Th# Kaiser finds It 
pots’bv to cnmt*!r*c i maximum of 
a.'cD.J gayety with a maximum of karl 
work and they must do the »am®.

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| American interests in Russia—investments Our people i(ave in dear’s Cmpire 
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S T. FBTBR9BURO. — Ordinarily 
the American colony In St. Pe¬ 
tersburg Include* about 150 
persona but It Is now reduced 
to about half that number on account 
of the unsafe conditions existing hare. 
During the excitement caused by the 
recent strike disturbances so much ap¬ 
prehension was felt for the safety of 
Che resident Americans that the State 
Department at Washington authorized 
its representative* in Russia to char¬ 
ter a Ship to take away all citizens of 
the United States If it became neces¬ 
sary. 

An official statement quotes the In¬ 
vestment of American capital In Rus¬ 
sia as follows: New York Life In¬ 
surance Company has holdings In Ru»- 
slan Government securities to the 
amount of $12,000,000; according to an 
agree men t with the Russian Govern¬ 
ment giving it the right to operate in 
the country, the Equitable Insurance 
Company invested in Government Se¬ 
curities. or securities guaranteed by 
the Government, to the amount of $6,- 
250,000; the Westinghouse Company 
has a factory for the manufacture of 
sir brakes and electric pumps which 
cost $1,500,000; Ernest E. Ropes has an 
oil refinery which he values at $600,- 
000; the Worthington Pump Company 
and the Pneumatic Tool Comiuuty each 
report an Investment of $250,Otw, J. H. 
Lenckc, of Reading. Pa.. Is the prin¬ 
cipal owner of the latter, nnd lie is en¬ 
gaged mostly in making tools for thi 
Russian Government. 

W. K. Smith, inn linger of the W’est- 
iiigbousi* . Company, has Interests 


which he holds at $76,000; Frank Caton 
owns the American Jurf Goods Maga¬ 
zine and an exchange for buying and 
selling horses, which he estimates to 
bo worth $23,000; Talt's American Dia¬ 
mond Palace, owned by F. Y. Gold#** 11, 
has a stock of goods which ho sayc 
will invoice $20,000; L. O. Weinberg, 
manager of the Worthington Pump 
Company, lists his Individual property 
at $10,000; the Russo-Amerlcan India 
Rubber Company Is a largo institution 
which was founded with American cap¬ 
ital. but which Is now entirely controll¬ 
ed by foreigners; the Singer Sowing 
Machine Company operates on a largo 
scale In Russia, but Its mnnager failed 
to make a statement concerning the 
amount of capital his company has 
Invested. 

Whllo there are undoubtedly big pos¬ 
sibilities for the sale of American prod¬ 
ucts In Russia, as yet the trade has 
not boon developed to any great extent 
Artlcl**# of machinery constitute the 
hulk of United States goods which find 
their way to this market. The list In¬ 
cludes agricultural Implements, reap¬ 
ers, mowing machines, engine lathes, 
milling machinery’, cranes, cleaners, 
slot rilling machines, drilling machines 
and drills; also typewriters, cash reg¬ 
isters and phonographs. 

American manufacturers dcrirlug to 
enter the Russian market will find that 
a demand can be created for the fol¬ 
lowing: Steamboats, water wheels, 

shovel*, forks, locks, revolvers, print¬ 
ing presses, filter*, scythes and wagon* 
The most antiquated methods are used 
In mining, the application oDchomlstry 
and machine processes being seldom 
found. The Russians are almost alto¬ 
gether unacquainted with the portable 
steam engine and are In great need of 
pumps, boilers belts and cables, there 
being a special need for medium- 
weight cables. Sheet Iron should find 
a ready sale in Eastern Siberia, nnd 
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there seems to be a ready market for 
oil presses and kindred machinery.

Demands of the Market. 


It is said that the American*made 
rakes and mowing machines outsail 
similar articles of English and German 
manufacture, because the latter ore too 
heavy and clumsy. German saws are 
Superior to those made in England be¬ 
cause they nr« tempered to withstand 
extreme cold, which Is a necessary 
quality for the climate. The kind of 
steam engines best adapted for use In 
Russia are those that are lightly built 
and simply constructed. 

As a result **f careful Inquiry It 
would seem that Sweden and Denmark 
havo a monopoly In tho sale of cream¬ 
ery apparatus, Belgium for fire arms, 
and Austria-Hungary for cycles. 
France, leads In fancy goods, toilet ar¬ 
ticles, soaps, perfumery and blueing, 
while Germany controls the supply of 
photographic articles, cook stoves, 
needles, machines for the manufacture 
of brick and matches, and tools for 
carpenters and turners. Great Britain 
Is In the market with many articles of 
English manufacture. 

Although Siberia hns long been re¬ 


garded as being merely a waste land, 
fit only for a penal colony, it Is now 
known to be a country of unlimited 
possibilities and will undoubtedly prove 
to be a great field for enterprise as soon 
as the clouds *»f war a ad domestic strife 
are lifted from Russia. It Is almost as 
fertile as the American prairies and 
has thousands of miles of prime vai 
forests and valuable woods, vnat de¬ 
posits of fiissll Ivory, rare fur-bearing 
animals, and all kinds of minerals from 
coal t*. gold. It has f-xtcnalve quarries 
••f fine building atone that will compare 
favorably with that used In the con¬ 
struction of the world’s flneet struc¬ 
tures. v

Hints For Americana. 

When these vast resources are open¬ 
ed up the rune tools. Implements and 
machines that have been employed In 
making the United States the great 
country it Is, can be used here to ad¬ 
vantage, nnd will undoubtedly And a 
ready market. American manufactur¬ 
es should bear In mind that If they 
print catalogues for Siberia in the 
English language, they are merely 
throwing their money away. They 
should print hand bills and folders in 


Russian and have Jhem distributed by 
agents on the ground. It is desirable 
♦hat all such advertising matter should 
he Illustrated with cuts of the arti¬ 
cle* 

Half a century ago Russia was al¬ 
most exclusively a peasant empire, 
It* population living by agriculture of 
a primitive type, and supplying Its 
other needs chiefly by home Industry; 
but recent statistics now place her In 
fifth place among the Industrial na¬ 
tions of the world, Immediately after 
the United States. England. Germany, 
France, and just a little ahead of Aus¬ 
tria. While Southern Russia has en¬ 
joyed considerable Industrial develop¬ 
ment during recent year* it Is still be¬ 
hind other portions of the Empire 
Which were more thickly populated at 
un earlier date. The greatest number 
of industries are doubtless grouped In 
the neighborhood of Moscow: next 
comes the St. Petersburg district, 
which Includes Livonia. with Poland 
In third place. Textile fabrics rank ns 
the Industry of first Importance, the 
second being articles of nutrition, and 
ore and metals third. 

The Industrial development of Russia 
was one of the special hobbles of M. 
de Witte when he served us Minister of 
Finance. His policy was outlined in 
his declaration that '‘each nation 
should, above all things, develop nur- 
monlously Its raturai resources to the 
highest degree of lndepcl* n. . i 
lng Us Industries and preferring the 
national alrn to the pecuniary advant¬ 
age of the Individual.’* According to 
this theory. Russian industries have 
from the outset been given the advant¬ 
age of ample protoctlon by the estab¬ 
lishment of tariff schedules against the 
goods of competing nation* 

But the Russians never attain a 


great rate of speed. No matter how 
great the emergency, they never get 
In a hurry’, and never lose the oppor¬ 
tunity of enjoying themselves. They 
have such small regard for the value 
of time, and are so thoroughly given 
to the luxury of good living, that it U 
a common saying that a wealthy Rus¬ 
sian. or, more properly speaking, one 
with plenty of ready money, is a 
phenomenon rarely to be met with In 
real life. 

The one great obstacle to the devel¬ 
opment of Russia has been the atti¬ 
tude of the Government In treating pri¬ 
vate citizens as minions without the 
capacity for comprehending the nation¬ 
al aim. And Incompetent of looking aft¬ 
er thetr own personal affairs. This 
dominating spirit has alw*nys charac¬ 
terized every official action Being re¬ 
sponsible only to their superiors In of¬ 
fice. the representatives of the law* 
have naturally come to regard thoso 
over whom they have authority as In¬ 
ferior beings. Consequently “the State 
has come to be regarded as an abstract 
entity with Interests entirely different 
from those of the humans composing 
It; and In all matters In which Stat* 
Interests are supposed to be InvoIviMi 
the rights of the Individual aro either 
wantonly neglected or ruthlessly sacri¬ 
ficed." 

• • • 

Sample of Red Tape. 

All this may ho a little obscure to 
the reader, but whenever the American 
business man comes In contact with 
official Russia It will not take him long 
to flml ou» what It means. A man 
from New* York who wished to open 
an import office In St. Petersburg re¬ 
counted to me Ills experience, and this 
will suffice as en Illustration: On the 
mirnirg that he started out to get & 
license to open an ofhco he put in two 
hours In one building, during which 
time 1.* was parsed fr«*m one clerk to 
another. No one seemed to know what 
ho wanted and he was passed on from 
one to another In the attempt to get 


rid of hlmT Finally ho was loftFto ap¬ 
ply to tho Ch-uf of Police. It was 
then noon and ho knocked off to got 
MsMo'.hlng to eat. 

Aftyr hi* luncheon he took a fresh 
start and was told at the office of the 
Chief of Police that ho must make out 
a written application stating whtU ho 
wanted to deal In, with All particulars 
concerning the project. He expected a 
reply In a day or so. but no answer 
came In a week nor In a month. Then 
he began to pres* the matter in earnest 
and was Informed that his application 
bad not been acted upon because It did 
not have as many stamps as the law 
required. In the meantime he spent 
mouths looking after tho details n- cee- 
sary to establish the business, made 
two round trips between Ft. Peters¬ 
burg and New York, nnd it was exact¬ 
ly eleven months before he flnully got 
his official permit to engage In trade. 
Accompanying tho license was a mas* 
slvo bundle of cnrres|>ondence, each 
sheet of which had been signed by two 
officials occupying different t>n*itlon*. 
one serving os a check on tho other. 
The Russians observe this form strict¬ 
ly. even if the business relates to the 
most trifling matter. Thus wo find 
some of tho highest-priced official* In 
the empire wasting tholf time in audit¬ 
ing the warrant for the repair of a 
stove door, or the purchase of n new 
buckle for the belt of a policeman's 
uniform.

Borrowed From the Mail. 


Another American living In SL Pe¬ 
tersburg received a letter from a 
friend At home stating that a package 
of books had been forwarded by mall. 
Inasmuch as the parcel did not arrive 
in a reasonable time the gentleman be¬ 
gan an inquiry In tho effort to locate 
his property. After six months of of¬ 
ficial searching the books finally reach¬ 
ed their owner. All of them were very 
much the worse for wear and several 
were In a dilapidated condition from 
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excessive hnhdli..^ Botin* official in¬ 
terested In tho subjects which they 
treated had borrowed them from ths 
moil, and afterward passed them 
around to his friends. 

A New Yorker In the employ of a 
prominent banking house In that city 
went to Bt.

ment About six years ago J 
Stoke*, . f New’ York, gave $60,000 to 
establish the Institution, and It was 
opened with a membership of forty. 
The enrollment has now grown to 1,200. 
with so average nightly attendance of 
260. The so-called American church In 
Bt Petersburg Is really more English 
than American. The pastor Is a Brit¬ 
isher, and the membership Is Uu-gely 
made up of English subjects. Permis¬ 
sion has just been granted to open an 
educational institution which w’tll be 
known as Franklin College. It Is often 
referred to as the Russn-Amerlcan 
School, because there will be a parallel 
course of Russian and English, with 
especial attention devoted to American 
history. law, engineering, science, etc.

A PERPLEXED HOUSEWIFE. 
Cass Lake. Minn. 

Taking you at your word, I am 
fcrttiug down for your use some* 
thing I wrote ten year* ago to help 
other “perplexed*' novices Li the 
profession every woman should 
Study, and, if possible, master it. 

I have not room here for tho 
whole story of a cook who, excel¬ 
lent in other brandies of her busi¬ 
ness, could not, as she believed, 
wake good bread. After telling tho 
tale of divers disastrous experi¬ 
ments, I go on to say: 

“I tied on a broad apron and de¬ 
scended in person to tho kitchen. 
Investing tho operation with such 
decent solemnity aa might befit a re¬ 
ligious rite, I mndo a potato tponge, 
set it, in due season worked in a 
measured quantity of flour; after 
the batch was puffy and had cracked 
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all over the floury surface, I divided 
it into loaves, put them into pans; 
waited to set? them light; set them 
with my own hands in the oven, and 
presto! as the jugglers say. breudl 
It was soft, spongy and delicious, 
and did not go fur. In thirty-six 
hours the bread box was empty, and 
Anastasia craved earnestly the priv¬ 
ilege of making the next batch her¬ 
self. I superintended the work in 
each stage. Result again — 
BREAD 1 

“Happy Anastasia now threw 
away the corks, that is, my personal 
supervision, and plunged boldly* into 
the deep water of independent ac¬ 
tion. I did not 6ee the sponge, <-r 
the earlier form of tho dough it 
wnf expected to raise. Returning 
home at 11 o’clock at night from an 
all dav and evening absence, I dis¬ 
covered Anastasia sitting up with 
her as yet unbuked dough. It was 
as flatly lifeless as tho poor girl's 
spirits, after twenty-four hours of 
trial and waiting. 

“To allers that onlooky wid me 
bread, mem!* sobbed the unhappy 
experimentalist. ‘There’s a spell on 
me.' 

44 My own next lesson was from 
what, compared with my thirty odd 
years of housewifery. wii9 very like 
teaching out of the mouths of babes 
and sucklings. A young houaekeepr 
er, with ;. hgnd upon her shoulders 
and eyes in t„e head, with a brain 
hack of them, told me of a similar 
case, and hew slu? conquered the 
circumstances. She had invented a 
‘breadmaking-mado-easy' process for 
the benefit of such spell-bound, un¬ 
lucky specimens as my latest in¬ 
cumbent, having had one of tho 
same kind to deal with. She gave 
me tho recipe, and I straightway 
repaired to Anastasia's dominions. 
Her brow blackened at the word 
‘bread/ She was mortified, sore, re¬ 
sentful of destiny and obstinately 
hepolcss os to further endeavors. 

“‘Listen.” said I, gently. ‘Here 
is something I want to try. It is 
never too Into to improve one's self 
in anything. I nm an old housewife, 
but I lonrn something every day/ 

“At my order eho sifted two 


quarts of best family flour into n 
howl, with a half teaspoonful of 
salt and a teaspoonful of white 
sugar. She heated almost to scald¬ 
ing a pint of mil?:, with a heaping 
teaspoonful of butter; added to it a 
pint of boiling water and let tho 
mixture become lukewarm before 
pouring it into a hole made in tho 
sifted flour. With milk and water 
went half a cupful of blood-waj-m 
water, in which half n cake of com¬ 
pressed yeast had been dissolved 
until not a rough grain was to be 
seen. The mass was worked with a 
wooden spoon to a soft dough, then 
turned upon a board and kneaded 
faithfully for ten minutes before it 
was set to rise in a hreadpan with a 
perforated cover and left in a warm 
corner. In six hours it was ready to 
be made into loaves. The dough was 
divided into three equal parts; each 
kneaded for five minutes and put 
into a well-greased pan; a clean 
cloth was thrown over all, and they 
were left alone for another hour be¬ 
fore baking. 

“The result was eminently satis¬ 
factory. ami henceforward we had 
sweet, light, wholesome bread as 
long as Anastasia lived single and 
with us. I hope and believe that, as 
a married housekeeper, sho con¬ 
tinues to esteem it less troublesome, 
as it is certainly more economical 
Rnd nutritious, to spend half an 
hour twice, or even three times, a 
week in making bread than to send 
‘just around the comer* for refined 
sawdust.”

I wculd suirgrst that while the 
kettle or h&sln containing the stew la 
getting Its preliminary boll another ves¬ 
sel of the same six*. filled with boiling 
water and covered closely, be set Into 
the prepared depression In the hny 
stove, and left there until the surround¬ 
ing packing Is thoroughly heated. This 
would prevent ths loss of heat from the 
stew kettle, and If the covering of quilt, 
paper, or pillows, he also heated, so 
much the hotter. If those who failed 
would try this plan, perhaps, after a 
while, experience would help them to do 
without.

2. Soak gelatino in enough cold 
water to cover it for five hours be¬ 
fore using it for jelly.

If one poultice does 
not cure, apply more.

ITALIAN NATIONAL DISH. 

Twenty-three sggs, well beaten: five 
bunches of lottucv. wushetkand boiled, 
making about four handfuls after It 
la suueexed dry; the centre of one 
bunch of celery; four or five pieces of 
gurllc; six crackers, rolled fine; one 
bunch of parsley chopped fine; one 
pint of olive oil. one large bowl of 
grated Italian cheese; salt, pepper, 
cinnamon, allspice,‘nutmeg and cloves 
to suit taste; one mesa of brains 
cleaned and chopped fine, two hand¬ 
fuls of mushrooms soaked, washed 
and chopped fine nnd put In last. 
Make dough of the whites of five 
eggs and two quarts of flour: mix 
with water and salt, nnd make to 
the consistency of pie crust; roll out 
thin, and cut with very large biscuit 
cutter Place a larg* spoonful of the 
mixture on half of the layers and 
cover with the other half Wet ths 
edges nnd press firmly together Prop 
Info boiling water and boll for twenty 
minutes. 

Gravy. — Put four pounds of pot 
roast Into two tablespoonfuls of 
grease; fry brown on both sides and 
remove. Take* five or six small 
onions, two handfuls of dried mush¬ 
rooms, on© bunch of celery, one 
hunch of parsley and four pieces or 
gurllc. all chopped fine, and one pint 
of tomatoes. Put them Into the vessel 
from which the meat was tnken; sea¬ 
son with salt, pepper and cloves, and 
cook about three hours. Serve with 
raviolis Ikike meat In oven.

T HE fitful, capricious appetite of 
an luvulld necessitates the ut¬ 
most car© In tho serving of 
men Is. Unless recovering from 
typhoid (when ono could give a raven¬ 
ous wolf odds In hunger) most patients 
soon find it hard to ©at th© proper 
amount of food required for the speedy 
building up of strength. Therefore It Is 
essential to give them dainty, tempting 
meals. Even those ordinarily the least 
squeamish will refuse to eat If the serv¬ 
ice Is uninviting. 

In preparing a convalescent’s meals, 
many things must be considered. What 
ami when ho oats is no more important 
than to have every article absolutely 
well cooked and served. 

Invalids* diet has now become a mat¬ 
ter of science; every hospital has Its diet 
kitchen, nurses are carefully trained to 
prepare nourishing dishes to tempt th© 
jaded appetite, while there are deli¬ 
catessens where cooking for the sick Is 
made a specialty. 

It has also been learned that the con¬ 
valescent must eat oftener than tho per¬ 
son In health, because he can eat leas at 
a time. 

Thus the when and what as regards 
an Invalid’s meals la fairly easy; the 
question of proper service is more diffi¬ 
cult. 

Unless one has extraordinary equip¬ 
ments for Illness. It Is no easy mat¬ 
ter to serve a meal in a sick room 
with all the food at Just the right 
point of heat or cold—especially tho 
former. Usually the distance from the 
kltchon Is considerable; there Is more 
or less delay in getting the tray 
ready, and one article gets cold or 
else dried up while others are being 
prepared. 

Fortunately, modern Ingenuity has 
recently solved this problem very sat¬ 
isfactorily In plates that can be kept 
warm Indefinitely by means of hot 
water. 

These constat of a dinner or soup 
plate set In a hollow tin or nickel- 
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plated vessel, with a small tube st 
one side, through which boiling water 
Is poured. Th© china plat© is held by 
a rim. and the tube is supplied with a 
tight screw, so there Is no possibility 
of slipping or leaking. Some of these 
have tin covers for further protec¬ 
tion. 

With such a contrivance It Is easy 
to keep food warm a long time. Better 
yet. It may bo kept fresh and moist, as 
Is so hard to do when It Is allowed 
to stand on the buck of a stove or 
In the oven. 

Nor are these dishes ugly affairs to 
offend the dainty taste or tho patient. 
The china Is either of the deep blue 
onion pattern or In a rich dark red, 
while the metal is so arranged un¬ 
derneath as to he quite Inconspicuous. 

So recognised Is the usefulness of 
these plates that they are largely used 
In hospitals, as well aa by Individuals. 

A chop plate heated In the same way 
Is also seen, and is found by many 
very convenient for dally uso. Its 
chief objection Is that the water 
makes It too hot for a maid to carry 
In serving, while It Is apt to score 
the table on which it Is set. 

There are other contrivances for keep¬ 
ing food warm for the invalid. 

Tea and coffee should be put In a pretty

Coffee may also be prepared specially 
for the patient In one of the little alco¬ 
hol tin cup arrangements and carried 
upstairs In that, where it can remain 
till wanted.

HE mother who makes an effort 
to give her children a simple 
yet appetizing diet In hot 
weather will find some of the 
following receipes not only very whole¬ 
some, but wonderfully tempting to lit¬ 
tle folks' fancy: 

Meat Jelly—Cut up half a pound of 
lean, raw beef and the same quantity 
of mutton, being careful to remove all 
the fat. Put the meat Into a saucepan, 
cover It with three pints of cold water 
and bring gradually to a boiling point. 
Then add salt, pepper, a small onion 
and a few- pieces of pArsley. and let 
simmer for four hours. The stock must 
be well skimmed when it bolls, and 
when It Is ready it must be strained 
Into a basin and left until cold. Then 
the fat should be removed carefully 
from the surface. After this has been 
done, repeat It. Ascertain whether It 
requires any more seasoning, add an 
ounce of gelatine and put aatde to cool. 
Have ready some small pieces of chick* 
en or boiled mutton. Add them to the 
Jelly .as soon as It shows signs of set¬ 
ting. pour it Into a mold which ha* 
been rinsed with cold water and leave 
until it Is firm enough to turn out. If 
preferred, the Jelly may be poured wh*n 
cool over sllves of cold bulled mutton 
or roast beef which have been placed 
In a fairly deep diah. Then when It 
has set. cut the slices out of the Jelly 
and garnish the dish on which they are 
served with lettuce, crisp and finely 
shredded. 

Chamberlin Cutlets.—Divide a veal 
cutlet into small round pieces, or. bet¬ 
ter still, have small cutlets trimmed 
from a neck of mutton. Dip In egg and 
breadcrumbs and fry a nice color. Make 
a puree of prunes by stewing half a 
pound of good prunes (previously 
soaked) in a cupful of water, after 
which they must be rubbed through a 
sieve and kept hot. Arrange a mound 
of nicely cooked spinach on a large 
platter. Place the cutlets against tha 
side of the mound all the way round 
and pour the puree of prunes around 
the base of these. Decorate the top of 
the spinach with thinly sUced lemon 
and serve with fried or saute potatoes. 

Cod With Carrol Sauce.—To every 
pound of cod allow a half tablespoonful 
of butter. Also allow a small carrot 
iscraped. with one onion grated to every 
three pounds of fish. Do not skin the 
cod. but pack It fiat and somewhat 
tightly Into a pie dish. Season well 
with pepper and salt, add the butter 
broken up small and scatter the grated 
onion and carrot over all, Tie down 
over the pie dish a piece of thick pa¬ 
per. and bake from twenty to thirty 
minutes In a fairly hot oven, according 
to the amount of fish When done toko 
the cod out of the dish and add one 
tablespoonful of flour mixed with two 
or three tabiespoonfuls of milk to the 
liquid that will be found In the dish. 
Let the sauce boll, stirring all the time. 
Pour it over the fish and serve. 

A Delicious Sauce for String Beans— 
Boll two pounds of young bcuns which 
have not been cut in the usual way, 
but left whole, after the strings have 
been removed, until they are quite ten¬ 
der. Drain them carefully, and put 
them In a stew-pan containing a sauce 
prepared according to the directions 
given below. For the sauce, rub u stew- 
pan over with a new onion and then 
cook two tabiespoonfuls of butter and 
two tabiespoonfuls of flour in it until 
a smooth paste la formed. Then add 
gradually half a pint of cream or rich 
milk, and stir until the sauce hAs boil¬ 
ed nnd thickened. Season with salt, 
popper, sugar and nutmeg, and add a 
few drops of vinegar. 

Homemade Bath Buns—Take ope cup 
of flour, the yolks of four and the 
whites of three eggs nnd one cake of 
fresh yeast. Beat In a basin and set 
before the fire to rise. Then rub ten 
ounces of butter, or half butter And 
\ half lard. Into four cupfuls of flour. 
Add half a pound of sugar, some shred¬ 
ded citron and candled lemon peel. 
When the eggs nre pretty light, mix all 
the Ingredients together by degrees, 
put the cloth over them, and set by 
the Are to rise further. When ready, 
divide Into buns and put on a baking 
tin. Brush over with the white of an 
egg and a little mltk, and bake In ■ 
quick oven. 

Scotch Spice Cakes— Ingredient?: 

FV>ur cupfuls of white fl^ur. two table- 
spoonfuls of butr**r. two tablespoonfuli 
of sugar, two tAhlespoonfuls of seeded 
raisins or sultanas, two tabiespoonfuls 
of curmnts, one yeast cake, one egg, 
three-quarters of a cup of milk, half a 
tPAspoonful of mixed spice and a quar¬ 
ter of a teaspoonful of ground cinna¬ 
mon. Rub the butter Into the flour, 
'i should be put tn a warm ba¬ 
sin. and add the mixed spice and cinna¬ 
mon. Warm the milk, dissolve the 
yeast In a little of It, and beat up th© 
egg thoroughly. Pour the yeast, egg 
and milk Into the middle of the flour, 
cover over with a cloth and leave In a 
warm place for fifteen minutes. Then 
sprinkle In the currants, sugar, sul¬ 
tanas and peel and mix together light¬ 
ly. Cover up again and allow It to 
stand for two hours. Put Into baking 
rings or tins. Leave for ten minutes

Mix with the dissolved gelatine nnd 
make a custard In the ordinary way. 
When this !* ready and and nearly 
cool, add vanilla essence to taste, stir 
lightly together and put Into a wetted 
mold to set. 

Lemon Cream —Boak three table- 
spoonfuls of tapioca for two hours. 
Boll the thinly pared peal of two lem¬ 
ons tn a cup of water until the lat¬ 
ter is flavored. Pour this liquid 
strained over six ounces of lump 
sugar Then strain and boll tapioca 
In this until quite tender. Add the 
Juice of two lemons and two well 
beaten eggs Return the saucepan to 
the fire and cook the whole two 
minutes without boiling. Turn Into 
mold to set. _ _

Singers and players upon stringed 
instruments have much the same field, 
except that theirs Is more restricted, 
and th«* singer is ever In demand to 
help with Judy topical song3 at small 
entortatnments, and to sing a: funer¬ 
als.

L ONDON, June 9.—At the moment 
of writing, the theatrical evont 
of the future which Is being 
awaited with moat Interest in 
London Is the coming production of 
Oscar Wilde's short, unpublished play, 
"A Florentine Tragedy/' which will be 
given with an especially strung cast at 
the King’s Hall. Convent Garden, in 
About a fortnight's time. 

This Is undoubtedly one of the most 
striking pieces of work that Its author 
ever did, and It would not be surpris¬ 
ing if the production in London led to 
performance# of it being given in the 
United States, but perhaps the most In¬ 
teresting thing about the play is Ihe 
curious story of Its disappearance from 
it# author’s study soon after It was 
originally completed, utid of how, five 
years afterward, another draft was dis¬ 
covered by Wilde’s "literary executor" 
and by him plec.d t *ge.her for use upon 
the stage. 

This story has Just conif to light, 
having been related by Robert Ross, 
the "literary executor" In question, and 
the editor of Wilde’s "De Profundi#/' 
apropos of the first production of the 
little play. According to Dr. Ross. "A 
Florentine Tragedy" was originally 
written for George Alexander, and was 
completed In April, 1895, only a few 
days before Wilde was declared a bank¬ 
rupt. My friend then asked me,” 
says Mr. Ross, "to go to hi# house and 
take possession of oil his unpublish¬ 
ed manuscripts, and I managed to 
reach hla residence Just before the bail¬ 
iffs entered. Of course the author's 
letters and manuscripts would have 
been exempt from seizure, but I found 
that the manuscript of "A Florentine 
Tragedy"—together with the manu¬ 
scripts of two other unpublished plays, 
and the enlarged version of ’The Por¬ 
trait of Mr. W. H." upon which 1 knew 
Wilde was engaged, had mysteriously 
disappeared. Borne one had been there 
before me." 

Ross adds that the thief wits never 
discovered, nor did the stolen manu¬ 
scripts of "A Florentine Tragedy” and 
"The Portrait of Mr. W. H..” ever 
come to light, although that of the 
third plAy, The Duchess of Padua," 
was discovered by a friend of Wilde’s 
In a seoond-hfuid book shop In London 
in 1897 and promptly forwarded to Its 
author in Ptuia. After Wilde s death 
in 1900, however, Mr. Rosa say# he had 
occasion to sort a hulks of letters (uul 
papers which hml been forwarded to 
him by the author’** soltoitoxs. and 
among them he found some loose 
sheets containing the draft of a play 
which he recognised an the ' Florentine 
Tragedy." 

"By piecing these together," he says, 
"I was able to reconstruct a consider¬ 
able portion of the play. The flrwt nve 
page# had gone, and there was another 
page missing, but some 400 lines of 
blank verse remained. Now the Intro¬ 
ductory scene of the single act of 
which the play nwisista ho# been re¬ 
written by Mr. Hi urge Moore, and so It 
will be possible to present the 
’Tragedy* for the first time to an Eng¬ 
lish audience."

accused of literary theft after the 
presentation of the piece. Till* la W. 
J. Ix>cke, who wrote "The Morals of 
Marcus Ordeyne" and who produced a 
one-act play a while ago colled "Flow¬ 
er o' the Roae.” in which the story, and 
especially the concluding Incident of 
"The Florentine Tragedy," were <xa t- 
!y reproduced. But Mr Lock* says 
that, although he knew the Idea of 
hi# piece wus Oscar Wilde's, he had n<> 
Idea that Wilde had carried out his 
Intention to writing a plAy around It. 
It seems that long after Wilde # deith. 
Locks was told by Lewis Waller, the 
actor, that the author of Lady Win¬ 
dermere’s Fan" had offered to write "A 
Florentine Tragedy" for him. hut that 
the play never had been actually writ¬ 
ten. "Then why should I not write you 
a play on the Florentine theme?" said 
Locke, and Wailer thought It a good 
Idea. "All he had told me of It," says 
Ixvoke. "had been told In five minutes^. 
It was simply the situation and the two 
concluding lines.” 

Ho Ix>cke wrote his "Flower o’ the 
Rose,” and it was done at the Clement 
Scott benefit matinee, a year or two 
ago. when. Mr. I>ocke says. It was his 
Intention that the piece should be an¬ 
nounced as "founded on a plot by the 
late Oscar Wilde.*’ To this, however, 
the puritanic organizers of the matinee 
objected. It seems, and so now that th* 
original Wlklo play has oome to llghr, 
Mr. Ixwke Is naturally anxious that the 
circumstances under whtoh hla "Flower 
o* the Rose" was written should be 
known fully.

NOTHING FROM CHICAGO. 


Degpfte the fact that W. W. Mason. 
Vice president and general manager of 
the Louisville Packing: Company, local 
branch of the Cudahy Packing Com¬ 
pany, stated yesterday that he had 
received a telegram from headquarters, 
ordering him to close down the plant 
indefinitely, J. P. Carney, superinten¬ 
dent of the plant, and in close touch 
'with Mr. Cudahy, said last night that 
he had received no instructions to close 
the plant, ond that It would be In op¬ 
eration Monday. He aald that at this 
season of the year work Is always alack 
at the plant, and that the force employ¬ 
ed Is not ns great as that used during 
the winter. 

'•It may be that the plant will be prac¬ 
tically closed down for a week or ten 
days. In order that needed repairs may 
be made." he said, "but further than 
that I think there is nothing In the 
rumor of an Indefinite close down. I 
f>avo entire supervision of the active 
workings of the plant, and know what 
X am talking about. Mr. Cudahy has 
never intimated to me an Intention of 
closing down the plant, and I am con¬ 
fident I would have been informed were 
guch steps to be taken. Y^e found it 
necessary practically to close down 
last year at about this time, as It was 
neceas&ry to install a new scalding 
tank. This year wo need a new killing 
floor, and other repairs on the plant arc 
Hecssf-ury. All the men will report for 
Work Monday, except those employed 
in the 'killing' gang. These number 
about twenty-five, and It Is not unusual 
to lay them off for. a few* days at this 
geasor. of the year. The live stock 
market governs our work to a great 
extent It would bo ridiculous to talk 
of shutting down the plant permanent¬ 
ly, a* wo have orders booked ahead 

that we must get out."

LUMBER CAMP WAR. 


TROUBLE BETWEEN AMERICANS 
AND FOREIGNERS. 


Pitched Battle Results In Death of 
One Man and Injury To 
Another. 


* Clarksburg, W. Va„ June 23.—War 
has broken out In the lumber camps at 
Tioga. Nicholas county, on the Cran¬ 
berry river, between American and 
foreign laborers. The trouble orig¬ 
inated over the displacement of 
Americans by foreigners In good posi¬ 
tion*. 

When tl^e Americans were ousted 
they resorted to their firearms, and the 
result was that a pitched battle was 
fought between the two factions, which 
resulted In the death of one foreigner 
and the fatal wounding of unother. 
Several were slightly hurt. 

The news spread through the moun¬ 
tain regions like wildfire. Camden 
learned It first, arid, having had similar 
experiences with the foreign element. 
100 men armed with their rifles, yes¬ 
terday started across the mountains to 
aid tho Americana. The foreigner* had 
pickets watching and sighting the ad¬ 
vance of the tinned men. gave the 
alarm, and nearly nil of the foreign 
element of Tioga lied to Rlcliwood. 
forty mile* away, for safety. 

The Camden men arrived late In the 
day and offered their services, hut as 
the foreigners were gone, »u disturb¬ 
ance occurred. The Americans threat¬ 
en to annihilate any band of foreigners 
they may see. The mill owners have 
determined to assist the foreigners, but 
as they are all leaving, the help * will 
avail nothing. 

The Americans declare they will not 
permit the foreigners to return to 
work. The mill owners aver they will 
discharge every man who Interfere* 
und All tils place with a foreigner. 
More trouble Is expected.

SYRACUSE TAKES ONE EVENT. 


In Race For ’Varsity % Eights Men 
In Several Boats Almost 
Collapse. 


SECOND, BEST FOR “PENNSY,’ 


P oughkeepsie, n. y . June 28.- 

Comell again won the honors In 
the annual regatta of the Inter¬ 
collegiate Rowing Association 
held here to-day over the historic four- 
mile course on the Hudson river. The 
red and white crews were first In the 
varsity eight, the open Intercollegiate 
championship of the year and the varsity 
fours. Syracuse won the eight-oared 
event for freshmen crews, Cornell being 
second. The races were decided between 
thunderstorms, a particularly heavy one 
occurring Just before the varsity eights 
were scheduled to start. The racing shells 
of several of the crews were so filled with 
water that It was necessary to have them 
pumped out. and this delayed the send- 
away until 6:19 o'clock in the evening. 

Exactly 19 minutes 36 4-5 seconds later 
the sturdy Cornell crew raced by the 
Judges' boot, a winner by nearly two 
lengths Almost bow to bow and stroke 
for stroke the crews of Pennsylvania and 
Syracuse were fighting It out for second 
position It was the prettiest struggle 
seen here for years, and almost In the last 
sweep of the oars Pennsylvania forged a 
few feet ahead. Byracuse was ten lengths 
in front of Wisconsin, with Columbia four 
lengths further In the rear and George¬ 
town bringing up the rear.

Race Was Hotly Contested. 

Between Cornell. Syracuse and Pennsyl¬ 
vania. the race was a stiff one through¬ 
out. After two of the four miles of the 
course had been covered. Syracuse spurt¬ 
ed to almost even terms with Cornell. 
Doggedly they tried to hold level with the 
Ithacans, and it was this early struggle 
that caused the men In the orange bout 
to fall Just at the last moment when 
Pennsylvania challenged. 

In the four-on red rare won by Cornell. 
Syracuse was second. Columbia third and 
P*nns)lvaniA lost. In the freshman race 
Syracuse was followed across the i.nc by 
Cornell.

"Perhaps If Joe Narvae* had a large vo¬ 
cabulary In his own tongue, which was 
Mexican, and a better knowledge of equiv¬ 
alent terms In ours, the friendship so hap¬ 
pily begun between Col. Brown and An¬ 
tonio Kseta In Bun Francisco eleven years 
ago might not have ended so abruptly, 
and for the plans of the gentleman ot 
the first part, so disastrously. But Joe 
was no linguist and never claimed to be. 
His Spanish was not Castilian any more 
than the French of Bayou St. John Is 
Parisian All the English he knew he had 
picked up in a few years around the sta¬ 
bles. 

"Joe was & Jockey. He wiu» not taken 
seriously in that line, although he rode 
at all the tracks from the old Bay district 
to Gravesend. 

•*Col. Brown was a man on the market— 
a gentlemanly turf adviser who never un- 
llmbered hU fowling piece to bring down 
anything smaller than a turkey. Antonio 
Esela was the refuge© President of the 
Republic of Salvador.

Meets President of Salvador. 

**A few months prior to the meeting of 
Brown and Eseta there was an upheaval 
tn Salvador. It Is a matter of minor de¬ 
tail who started It. but Eseta figured It 
out that he would better be on his way, 
and that quickly. Having taken the pre¬ 
caution to establish himself os the entire 
governments! machinery of tho republic, 
he knt?W where everything was kept, and 
when he caught the 23 number he pro¬ 
ceeded to clean up. The chronicles of the 
time accused him of (or credited him 
with* taking everything that was looee 
and a great many things that had to bft 
loosened. Perhaps It sit was his. Be 
that os It may. he never gave any out¬ 
ward sign of a qualm of conscience or a 
pang of regret. 

While the army and the navy and the 
prominent cltlsens who had come to dis¬ 
agree with him were preparing to lay 
hands upon him and the Government, he 
stealthily loaded his treasure aboard ship 
and headed up the const, and eventually 
reached Ban Francisco, where he imme¬ 
diately began reveling In all the things 
which th*- Salvador market did not af¬ 
ford He sought the shop of the most 
fashionable tailor, and closed th« house 
to all other customers for a w*ek. When 
h« emerged he was a sartorial dream, 
and a change came over the drcAm five 
time* a day He engaged extensive 
apartments; he secured two boxes at the 
theater, one for himself and another for 
his wraps, and the chorus turned from 
cold cracked crab and beer to wine and 
birds.

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VICIOUS ASSAULT 

ON NEGRO GIRL 


HADE BY DAN JONES, WHO WAS 
ATTACKED BY CO-LABOREHS. 


BIS SKULL FRACTURED AND HE 
HAY DIE. 


GIRL SHOT AND STABBED. 


Springing from tho trench In which 
he wan working And without apparent 
provocation, Dan Jorn-s. 231 East Mar¬ 
ket street, a negro employed by E. n. 
Abadte & Co . of St. Louis, who are 
doing some construction work on Ninth 
etreet, viciously assaulted Saill© Jor¬ 
don. 940 Ninth street, a colored girl, at 
Ninth and Green streets at 8 O’clock 
yesterday morning, and before he could 
be restrained he had shot tho girl once 
and slashed her twice on tho neck. 
Inflicting wounds that may be fatal. 
Jones himself waa probably fatally in¬ 
jured by the attack of fellow work¬ 
men. who went to tho girl's reaeuo. 

It Is said that Jones and the Jordon 
rirl had beun Intimate until a short 
time ago. and that he had not seen her 
for some time. She was on her way 
to tho Continental Toboco* Company a 
plant at Twenty-fourth and Main 
street*, when she was attacked by 
Jones, and before she could maks a 
move to get away he was upon her. 
Drawing a revolver he fired, the bul¬ 
let penetrating her right shoulder and 
entering the lung. Then, discarding 
the weapon, he drew a large knife and 
began slashing at her throat. He 
frmde two deep wounds, but neither Is 
thought to be serious enough to cause 
death. . 

As soon as the other negroes work¬ 
ing n**ar realised what was transpiring, 
they sprang from the trench and began 
throwing lurgc paving stones at Jonas. 
Before he could finish hla vicious as¬ 
sault on the girl he was felled by a 
rock that struck him on the back of 
the head, causing a fracture of the 
skull and severe concussion of the 
brain. He was struck by other of the 
stones, one Inflicting a sever© wound 
over one eye. Sam Hughes, one of the 
negroes who had assisted In downing 
Jones, gave himself up to tho police 
and said he had thrown tho rock whloh 
struck Jones back of the head. After 
an examination by MoJ. Patrick Ridge, 
Acting Chief of Folic. Hughes was 
given his freedom. M«J. Ridge holding 
Chat he was Justified In striking Jones 
In an attempt to save the girl's life. 

Both Jones and tho Jordon girl were 
taken to the City Hospital, where If 
Is aaid that the girl probably will re¬ 
cover. Jonca has been unconscious 
ever since he was knocked down, and 
It Is said that his wound Is so rerlous 
that there Is small chances of hU re¬ 
covery.

MRS. NELLIE MARTIN PLUNGES 
INTO CANAL. 


Leaves Note For Husband and Writes 
To Parents In Morehead. 


Despomlfncy. ^jrouirlit on by nervous 
trouble, mused Mrs. Neill# Martin to 
commit suicide at Twenty-fourth and 
River fftr**ets at 11:30 o’clock yester¬ 
day morning. After ;writing her hut- 
j band a note telling him that she was 
' tired of living, she wandered over to 
Twenty-fourth etreet and plunged Into 
the canal. Andrew Young, who wag 
passing, tried to prevent her from* 
making the leap, but by the tlmt he 
reached her she had already sunk to 
the bottom. The corpse w-bs recovered 
by Herbert Needy, of the United States 
Surveying Corp#. with the astigtance 
of twd men. 

When Mr. Martin, the husband of the 
dead woman, left hts home yesterday 
morning his wife, he said, wan in bet¬ 
ter health and better spirits than she 
had been for weeks, but when he re¬ 
turned his wife was gone 4Uid he found 
on the mantelpiece at his home the 
following note;

Ho 
hastened to tho police -mittait nnd after 
a hurried search he, w f ith tho aid of 
the police, learned that his wife had 
mado her way towards Tw»>nty-f.»urth 
street Flo followed her. but when ha 
arrived at the Keen# #h© had already 
drowned herself. 

Mrs Marlin was twenty-nine year* 
f»ld and wn.H the wife of David Martin, 
a collector for the Metropolitan Insur¬ 
ance Company, and the daughter of 
Stephen Bishop, an undertaker at 
Morehead. Ky She hud lived with her 
husband at 2111 St. Xavier street but 
three week*- Besides her husband sho 
Ik survived by throe children.

Son of George Wilkes Stands 
To-day Leading Progeni¬ 
tor of Trotting Speed. 


HIS RACING CAREER SHORT. 


Bred In Old Kentucky, But His Sons 
and Daughters Cover the 
Earth. 


HISTORY OF GREAT HORSE. 


R ED WILKES, the sire of 174 stand¬ 
ard performer*, and one of tlio 
most fumou* eon* of George 
Wilke*, leave* behind a family 
that will perpetuate hi* name, and, •• It 
uppisir*, form a distinct family branch 
of the house of Wilkes. 

The contention between certain breed¬ 
er* n* to the relative merit* of Georg* 
Wilke* and Electioneer enn now caeuy 
bo answered, as can most questions, aft- 
or result* are made public, that Elec¬ 
tioneer ha* founded a family and that 
with a mime of which it may be proud. 
It is also true that George Wilkes stands 
to-day the greatest son of the father of 
the American trotter. 

George Wilkes hit* not only mode him¬ 
self famous, but bis son* and grandsons 
are perpetuating the name, even to the 
extent of forming several branches of the 
Wilkes family. 

Among the sons of George Wilkes there 
Is one that will always bear his share of 
the honor and fame brought to that tain 
lly, namely.

.History of Red Wilkes. 


The history of Red Wilkes Is almost 
exclusively the history* of his career us a 
*lre. Still, he was himself a murh faster 
trotter than Is generally supposed. The 
year book state* that he was bred by 
that well-known relnsman, Crlt Davis, 
but It has been positively corrected that 
he was bred by W. J. Cooke, of Merc ix 
county. Ky., owner of his dam, Queen 
Dido, a daughter of Mumbrino Chief. 

Queen Dido wiut one of the mares bred 
to George Wilke*. 2:22. the first season 
that he made In Kentucky. 1873. Mr. Da¬ 
vis engaged to take the produce for 8300. 
provided It stood up when foaled. In the 
spring of 1874. the pr.nlucv was Red 
Wilkes. He was broken by Mr. Davis as 
a yearling, and could show close to a 3:00 
gult. At three hr trotted a trial In 2:3H; 
at four ho was started In a race against 
Trinket. 2:14, and won the second heat In 
2 : 40 . Trinket having thrown out a curb 
and gone lame, causing her withdrawn!: 
he walked over for tne deciding heat. 
Red Wilke* trotted the last quarter of 
the Second heat In 36 seconds. 

That season he trotted a trial In 2:37. 
hut hit his hind leg and never raced 
again. In 1880 Mr. Davis trained him once 
more and, he states, drove him miles 
repeatedly In 2:28 and 2:30 over a slow 
farm track.

Boon after Mr. France re¬ 
tired from breeding and sold Red Wlikts 
to Mr. A H Moore, of Philadelphia.

Jn April, being then twen¬ 
ty-four. he was sold at auction for 
to W. C. Hendrickson, of Belle M**adc. 
N. J., where he stood until 1902, when he 
was sold at auction In October for 
to the bUe Hon. F. C. Say leu, of Provi¬ 
dence.
